THE COST OF SHREDDING FODDER 


By the time this reaches our read 
ers the corn fodder will be mostly i 
the shock. The next question wiil be 
the best method of handling it after 
wards. What this best snall be de 
pends on circumstances. We are free 
to say that there are many farme) 
so situated that it will not pay them 
to shred their fodder. In latitudes 
where the ground is frozen all winte 
where there is not very much snow 
and where farmers can feed out « 
blue grass or other pastures, and 
where they have a variety of stock 
such as feeding steers, stock cattle 
horses and sheep. we doubt whethe 
it would pay them to shred their fod 
der, 

Where, however, the winters ars 


open and the fields likely to be muddy, 
or where there a heavy snowfall in 
winter and farmers are required to 
feed around the barns, and especially 
where dairy cows are to be fed we 


believe it would pay to shred the fod 


der. These constitute the majority of 
Cases, 

The question, therefore, comes up 
what does it cost to shred fodde 
Wallaces’ Farmer has made this 


subject of inquiry for two years past 


in order to find out not the theoreti 


cal cost but the actual cost as deter 
mined by men who have actualiy 
shredded theirs In order that our 
readers may have all the information 
available, we reprint from the files 
of the last two vears some of the 
actual experiences 

A subscriber from Dexter, Iowa 
gave in 1900 the cost of his shred 
ding as follows Cost of machine one 
day, $15: coal one day, $3; cost of 


shredding six acres of heavy corn, $3 
per acre. It nine men to do 
the hauling of the fodder and corn 
but he points out that the fodder 
would have to be hauled in anyway 
“The cattle will not eat part of the 
stalk any way you may fix it and this 
when it is shredded is in nice shape

for bedding.” In the same issue another 
correspondent places the cost of 
shredding neluding labor, at $2.50 


per acre and expresses the opinion 
that it n be redu 1 to $2 per acre 
In our files for 1901. Henry Jacksor 
or Hard county, lowa. places the 
cost of shredding twelve acres at #27 
W. FE. Pritchard of Lasalle count 
Ill... gives the following estimate 
three teams hauling from the field 
$3 per day, $9 two men loading 
wagons in field at $1.50. $3: one man 
heuling corn to erib. $1.50: board of 
extra help. $2: two men to feed ma 
chine, $1.50 per day. $3: incident 
$1; total cost per day. $25.

Mr. Web- 
ster Osborn, Winnebago county, IIL, 


figures the cost of cutting and shock 
ing as well as shredding as follows 
cutting, 75 cents per acre; twine and 
shocking, 25 cents per acre; shred 
der, $1.25; coal, 20 cents, hauling, 4: 
cents; cutting bands and unloading 
25 cents; pitching on wagons, 31 
cents; board of men and use of team 
on the basis of ten acres per day and 
a total of ten men, 30 cents; total 
$4.20 per acre. Deducting from this 
75 cents for cutting and 25 cents fo: 
shocking, he finds the cost of shred 
ding to be $3.20 per acre. 

We figure it ourselves in this way 
It will cost about the same to husk as 
it will to put the corn in the shock 
with a binder. The shredder does the 
husking. The yield of fodder is from 
one to two tons per acre, having some 
value than timothy hay. If the 
value of one ton of timothy hay can 
be secured from.an acre of corn, it 
will pay to shred it provided the cost 
per acre is not more than the ruling 
price for timothy hay. In short, where 
timothy hay can be sold off the farm 
at $4 per ton, it will pay to sell it and 
shred fodder. 


WHAT IS TANKAGE? 


What is tankage? This is one of the 
questions which is a stumbling block 
to many feeders at the present day. 
Recent experiments have shown it to 
be an excellent supplement for a part 
of the corn ration in the fattening and 
hogs for the market. 
Human nature has made man a curi- 
creature. He is not satisfied by 
being informed that some new product 
is an economical thing for him to use 
in his feeding operations. He wants 
to know how it is made, what it looks 
like, and all about it before he will 
have anything to do with it. 

Tankage, as manufactured by Swift 
and company, is made from meat 
scraps, fat trimmings and scrap bones. 
These are taken up as fast as taken 
from the animals and put into a large 
steel tank and cooked under a live 
steam pressure of 40 pounds to the 
square inch, which cooks out the tal- 
low. After the grease is drawn off the 
tankage is kept agitated and by evap- 
oration the water is extracted until 
the tankage contains about 8 per cent 
moisture. It is then taken out of the 
tank, allowed to cool, is ground and 
stored ready for shipment. This tank- 
age is supposed to contain about 60 
per cent protein and 10 per cent of fat. 
It is of a dark color and not very in- 
viting to the eye. 

These products are made from that 
part of the animal which was for many 
years a total loss to the packing house 
man. Its disposal meant a heavy ex- 
pense. For some time, on account of 
its high nitrogen content, it was util- 
ized as a fertilizer. Its sale was con- 
fined solely to the eastern and south- 
ern states as the farmer of the mid- 
dle west has never had any time for 
fertilizers. He is a feeder, thus the 
packing house man appeals to him in 
a new way by furnishing a food pro-

duct which contains in large quanti- 
ties those constituents which are so 
deficient in corn. ' 


HAUL OUT THE MANURE, 


One of the distinguishing marks of a 
good farmer is that he keeps his yards 
clean. No great accumulation of ma- 
nure is to be found any season of the 
year, expect perhaps in the early 
spring He understands that the 
longer the manure stands in his barn- 
yard, the value it has; that the 
loss is not so much through leaching 
as through chemical action going on 
in the pile. by which ammonia is de- 
veloped and the nitrogen, which is the 
most valuable constituent of manure, 
thereby escapes into fhe air; that the 
mineral elements are also leached out 
and if the manure stands in the vard 
six months during the summer season 
it has lost half its value. Therefore, 
the proper place for manure is not in 


le SS 


the yard but in the field. The loss 
there is inconsiderable, not worth 
counting upon. In fact when spread 
upon the field fermentation cannot 


take place, and any leaching there may 
be goes directly into the soil where it 
belongs. 

There are few farms on which it is 


necessary to ask the question where 
this manure can be placed. Any- 
‘rnere rather than leave it in the 


barnyard. Preferably it should be 
placed on the pastures and on these 








on the highest parts or on the thin- 
nest places. There is no use putting 
manure in an undrained slough. If 
put on the highest parts any leach- 
ings there may be will tend to go to 
the lower parts fast enough. 
Farmers cannot drop rushing work, 
such as harvesting, thrashing, corn 
cutting or corn planting, to haul out 
manure. There are off days and slack 
times when the manure can be hauled 
out with liitle or no interferenc2 with 
the regular work of the farm. The 
important thing is to keep it out, to 
understand why it should be kept out, 
namely, because the worst place of 
all for it is in the yard; the best place 
is in the pasture field, but any place 
is better than to leave it where it is. 
There will be enough manure accumu- 


late in the yards this winter, there- 
fore, clean it out now before the 
ground freezes, whenever there is an 


off time. 

A good deal of the effect of manure 
is wasted if the spreader is not used. 
Few farmers realize this. By not us- 


ing a spreader they put on more 
manure than is necessary; they do 
not get it on evenby enough. Half of 


the manure eveniy spread is equa! in 
value to the whole of it spread in the 
very best method possible without the 
use of the spreader. A spreader costs 
money, but it pays. It will double the 
value of the manure on almost any 
farm. Get a spreader if you possibly 
can, but if you can’t keep out the 
manure anyway. 


The Royal Agricultural Society, of 
England, has been carrying on at their 
Experiment Station, at Woburn, a se- 
ries of experiments to determine 
whether condimental foods are profit- 
able. Their condimental food, how- 
ever, is something quite different from 
ours. In this country the term is usu- 
ally meant to designate the various 
kinds of so-caiied stock foods. In Eng- 
land it seems to mean a spice made up 
of ginger, licorice, aniseed, carraway, 
and fenugreek, and some base, probably 
albuminous, not mentioned. They also 
seem to regard molasses and locust 
beans as condiments. 

There were sixteen bullocks used in 
the experiment: Four were fed the 
normal ration of corn, oil meal, cotton- 
seed meal, corn meal, hay, roots, etc.; 
another four received these and a small 
amount of locust bean meal daily 
whichtookthe placeof the corn meal; 
four others were given the spices above 
mentioned; and the remaining four a 
small quantity of molasses. 

The normally fed catle sold for 53 
pounds 13 shillings, the molasses fed 
53 pounds 15 shillings, the spice fed 52 
pounds 4 shillings, and the locust meal 
fed 51 pounds 12 shillings. The con- 
clusien drawn by the Station is that 
no advantage was .gained by using 
either condimental or tasty materials, 
a conclusion quite similar to that 
reached by the experiment at Odebolt. 





BUYING FROM ABORTING HERDS. 


A correspondent, who has an op- 
portunity to buy improved cattle quite 
cheap from a herd that has been abort- 
ing for two or three years, writes us 
to know whether it would be safe to 
buy a young male that has never been 
used, whether it would be safe to buy 
a yearling heifer in calf, and whether 
it is safe to buy cows that have aborted 
two or three times. As similar ques- 
tions likely arise in the minds of many 
of our readers, we give a public an- 
swer. 

Abortion is not a disease but a symp- 
tom of a disease. ‘The disease is a 
germ which affects the covering of the 
calf, or the calf bed, resulting in the 
death of the calf and its subsequent 
abortion, or removal as foreign mat- 
ter. It is generally spread by the bull; 
hence, we would under no circum- 
stances buy a bull that has been used 
in an aborting herd unless we were 
prepared to disinfect carefully both be- 
fore and after service. It would be en- 
tirely safe, however, to buy a young 
bull or to buy a heifer that has not 
been bred. This would be safe, quite 
so. 

It would not be entirely safe, but 
under certain circumstances might be 
risked, to buy cows that had aborted 
two or three times in succession if 
they could be bought at a low price 
and could be kept separate from the 
home herd until they had produced 
their calves or shown that they were 
not free from the disease. 
of one prominent dairyman who has 
abortion in his herd all the time, al- 
ways, however, taking the two-year-old 
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heifers. By the time these becom: 
four or five years old they are fre: 
That is, in the course of three of foy 


years abortive cows become immun 
to the germ. 
Abortion is much more preva! 


than our readers generally understa) 
and once more we wish to warn ths 
against buying cows at farmers 
where abortion has prevailed 
herd for any time.

As heretofore stated, if we had 
herd of common cattle in which e;

cattle it is entirely different, as in tl 
case it would pay to go to large 
pense under the care of a skillful 
ernarian and cure them, 
carbolic acid, as heretofore 
and outward applications. It is a 
cult job but it can be done and 
worth while doing it for a thorou 
bred herd. 


POUNDS OF BEEF AND PORK PER 
BUSHEL OF GRAIN. 


A southwestern Iowa corresponden 
writes as follows: 

“How many pounds of corn on a 
average will it take to make a poun 
of beef or a pound of pork?” 

The number of pounds of beef th 
a bushel of corn will 
pend upon the quality of the corn 
upon the temperature of the season 
upon the age of the animal, and upon 
the digestive and assimilative « 
pacity of the animal. It will als 
depend on the balance of the ration

that is whether the corn is fed alon 
or in connection with other feed 
Our readers will see, therefore, tha 


there is a very wide range and th 
question can be answered only in a 
general way. 

The younger the animal, the bett 
the digestion as a rule; and _ th 
smaller proportion of the food d 


gested will be required to mainta 
the heat and waste of tissue; or in 
other words, the less will be require: 
to run the machine. There is no po 
sible gain except from the surplus 


which can be used for growth ove 
and above that which is required 

maintain the waste; or in other 
words, to run. tne machine. 

The experiments carried on at th 
various experiment stations hav 
thrown considerable light on this very 
important question. In fattening 
steers it requires from 400 to 1500 
pounds of grain to make 100 pound 
of gain. In general it will take about 


1,000 pounds of grain to make 10 
pounds of gain with well fattened 
steers, in connection with about 500 


pounds of roughness. Lawes & Gil- 
bert found that it took from twelve to 
thirteen pounds of dry matter to mal 
a pound of increase of live weight on 
fattening steers, or from tuuirteen 
fifteen pounds of corn as usually f 
there being ten per cent of moisture 
in quite dry corn and consicerable more 
in corn as usually fed. Thorne of th 
Ohio station, summarizing the results 
of feeding trials with steers of eight 
different stations, with 132 steers in 
all, found that it required 1,023 
pounds of dry matter for each 100 
pounds of gain. 

Professor Henry, summing up the re 
sults of many experiments at different 
stations, found that with pigs weigh 
ing 38 pounds. 293 pounds of f 
made 100 pounds of gain. When the 
weighed 78 pounds it required 4 
pounds of feed; at the weight of 320 
pounds it required pound

grain to make 100 pounds of gai 
We might state that the amouni 
gain made from a bushel of corn 
practical farming varies from eight 


pounds per bushel to thirteen pounds 
That is to say it is possible to ge 
thirteen pounds of live wei 





bushel of corn when fed. 

We think with hogs weighing from 
150 to 200 pounds it may 
possible to get ten pounds ot 
gain. We do not. believe’ th 
average farmer. gets more than 
eight. When hogs are over 359 Ib 
he will not get much more thar 


We once tried to feed corn to a bun 
of brood sows quite fat and found that 
it required all we could feed them 
maintain their weight, nearly 609 
pounds. In ower words, the tot 
amount of feed was used to run the 
machine. This is quite in line with 
the exhaustive experiments of Pro 
fessor Henry. 
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ERGOTISM. 


We have warned our readers from 
me to time this fall of the 
that lurks in rye grass where this is 
used as winter forage for cattle. In

most years this rye grass is ergotized 
idly and if cut for hay after the seed 


is formed it will most likely make 
nuible in the feed yard during th 
winter. The Kansas agricultural col 


lege has issued a bulletin on this sub 
ct, showing the symptoms of ergo 
sm and the best method of treatment, 
vhich should be interesting reading 
to the man who has put up wild hay 
ith the intention of feeding it to 
ittle this winter. The bulletin says 
“The symptoms of ergotism may o: 
ir at once after eating the fungus 
ovided the animal gets a sufficient 
juantity; or they may occur only 
fter the animal has eaten the fungus 
time. Ergot lessens the 
lood supply, especially in the ex- 


some 


emities—feet, tail and ears—the af 
‘ted parts swell; get cold, a well- 
fined line usually forms abceut the 


rt, below which the tissue dits and 
loughs off. When the feet are at 

ked the animal becomes very lame. 

got causes abortion in pregnant ani- 
vals: but this must not be con 
unded with contagious aortion 
mong cattle. Ergot also affe¢ts the 
ervous system causing trembjing of 

e muscles, weakness, staggering 
iit, and sometimes convulsions, The 

restive system is often affected and 
rere may be purging, indigestion and 

dominal pain. Cattle are more se- 
iously affected by ergot than horses. 

“fo prevent the disease, do not feed 
nimals hay or grass containing ergot. 
nd when the disease occurs ergot 
hould be withheld at once. A purge 
»f one pound of epsom salts for adult 
ittle. or a quart of raw linseed «7 

horses, should be given. Give 
loppy. nutritious foods with plenty of 
inking water. Bathe affected parts 
‘eet, ete., with hot water, rubbing to 
timulate circulation, and apply anti- 
septics such as a five per cent solu- 
tion of ecarbolie acid.” 

We commend the above to the es- 
pecial attention of our Kansas and 
Nebraska readers. There is compara 
ively little wild hay used east of t! 
Missouri river: west of it there is a 
reat deal. Twenty years ago cases 
of ergotism were quite frequent in 


lowa and Missouri; they are less so 
now. owing to the fact that farmers 
ire not using wild hay and hence nor 


toring up ergotized wild rye for w'a 
ter feed. We fear there will be a 
loss in Kansas and Nebraska 
vear, and hence we take this 
oceasion of warning our readers and 
irzing them to look closely for the 
rst symptoms of ergotism as above 
defined where cattle are feeding on 
hay that may contain ergot. The 
Nebraska experiment station, at the 
recent Nebraska fair, took every 
means possible of cautioning the 
farmers as to the danger this year. 
Ergotism always prevails to a greater 
extent in a cool wet summer, such as 
he present.

“WHERE NO OXEN ARE THE CRIB 
IS CLEAN.” 

Anyone who will read the Proverbs 

of Solomon will not be long in com- 

ng to the conclusion that he was a 


700d deal of a farmer and we ex- 
pect a pretty good farmer. His 
studies seem to have covered. the 
whole range of human experience, 


from the handling of a lot of women 
who differed from him on the subject 
of religion and no doubt a good many 
other things, to horticulture, the 
science of government, ship building 
and trade in foreign countries. He 
was the first man who formed a cor- 
ner, for which the world does not 
give him much thanks. The corner, 
as our readers know, was on horses 
and linen yarn, the other party to the 
corner being his father-in-law, the 
king of Egypt. The complete proverb 
is, “Where no oxen are the crib is 
clean, but much increase is by the 
strength of the ox,” which as we un- 
derstand it means that it pays to use 
improved machinery. By the use of 
improved machinery we can avail 
ourselves of the labor of the ox, which 
was a beast of burden at that time, 
instead of doing the digging with 
spade or mattock and doing the haul- 
ing by carrying on the _ shoulders. 
Solomon evidently was an up-to-date 
farmer and used machinery wherever 
it was possible. availing himself of 
the muscles of the ox instead of the 
muscles of man. 

The proverb, however, is capable of 
a much wider application. Where no 
oxen are, or in other words, where 


| 





no cattle are kept the crib is clean, 
that is empty. It is sometimes clean 
in the spring of the year where too 
many cattle are kept; hut the mean- 
ing as applied to modern conditions 
is that where live stock do not have 
a large place on the farm the land 
gradually wears out, as it is doing in 
the eastern states. That is, it loses 
its available fertility, and the crib is 
clean because there is little or no 
crop to put in it; that is, the land 
loses its productive capacity. The 
great evil of the beef trust is not 
that they have beared the price of cat 
tle to the farmer or advanced the 
price of meats to the consumer, but 
that they have so centered the’ busi- 
ness that they have wiped out the 
butchers in the eastern states, made 
it practically impossible for farmers 
to grow cattle at a profit, hence have 
decreased the amount of manure and 
thus encouraged the sale of the straw 
off the farm and thus have reduced the 
available fertility and consequently 
lowered the price of land. Where the 
ox is missing, that is, where live stock 
is missing, the land will enevitably in 
the course of years deteriorate in 
value and hence there will be clean, 
that is, empty cribs. Solomon of 
course knew nothing about this; but 
his words, like all true sayings, hay 
a much wider legitimate application 
than he intended. 


SHORT-HORN FAMILY NAMES. 
It is an old saying that there is 
nothing in a name, that a rose by any 
smells just as 
doubted the 


other name sweet. We 


have always 
of this maxim. Practically 
a good deal in a name, Sometimes 
a great deal of good, sometimes a good 
deal of evil, and we think the present 
nomenclature of Short-horn cattle is a 
very good illustration of the evil. In 
fact, we know of nothing that handi- 
caps that magnificient breed of cattle 
so much as the present system of indi 
cating breeding. As our readers well 
know, the families trace not to the im- 
ported sire but to the imported dam. 
[The Young Marys, for example, trace 
to the imported Young Mary; the Mrs. 
Motts to the imported Mrs. Mott, and 


correctness 


there is 


so on through all the various tribes 
and families. 
The vital defect in this system is 


that it often gives but little indication 
of the real blood lines. For example, 
a Young Mary may not have one ten- 
thousandth part of the blood of the 
original Young Mary, and we doubt if 


there is a Mrs. Mott in existence that 
has One forty-thousandth part of the 
blood of the original Mrs. Mott. In 
these older families the merits and 


demerits. are absolutely obliterated by 


subsequent crosses. Why then keep 
them up? Why use pedigrees tracing 
back to the original cow which con- 


ceal rather than reveal the blood lines 
which it is all-important for the buyer 
to know? Nothing but an extended 
pedigree for four or five generations 
giving all the blood lines backward is 
of any value to the breeder, whatever, 
except to inform him that the ancestors 
are entitled to registry. 

We are often asked which of the 
different families of Short-horn cattle 
are the best milkers. No man can 
answer that question for the reason 
that the name of the family does not 
necessarily give any information a 
to the rea! pedigree or the blood lines 
of the family. A Young Mary may be 
ninety-nine hundredths’ Bates, 01 
Cruickshank, or Booth, and still be a 
Young Mary in name but in fact any 
thing else. Why not have the name 
give some information as to the blood 
lines or else discard it altogether? 

Another insuperable objection to the 
present nomenclature or method of! 
naming Short-horn cattle is the impos- 
sibility of knowing whether you 
inbreeding or not. The only way of 
ascertaining blood lines is by using an 
extended pedigree which gives all the 
elements that enter into the pedigree 
or record of breeding. Unless you 
have this you do not know whether 
you are inbreeding or not. You may 
trace back half a dozen times to the 
same sire or dam and nothing will 
form you whether you are or not ex- 
cept an extended pedigree which can be 
made out only by a man who has the 
herd books at hand. 

It is more easy to object to this an- 
cient nomenclature than it is to sug 
gest a better way. It is more difficult 
with Short-horns than it would be 


are 


with any other because this is the 
oldest, best known, and most widely 
scattered breed with very much the 


largest number of recorded pedigrees. 
Something, however, must be done if 


the Short-horns are to take and retain | The 
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the place which they are entitled to 
hold by virtue of their real merit. It 
would be far better to adopt the meth- 
ods used by the Hereford breeders and 
trace to the bull. It would be betier 
still if Short-horn breeders would get 
over their craze for fashionable breed- 
ing and breed even more particularly 
for good cattle than they have ever 
done before. A paper pedigree is all 
right, it is important and very valuable, 
but the pedigree on the back is much 
more so. The knowledge of blood 
lines is important only, however, in so 
far as it enables us to produce better 
individuals. It would not be a calam- 
ity, in our judgment, if the families so- 
called tracing to the imported female 
and the 


were disregarded aitogether 
sole ground of merit was individual 
excellency within the lines of the 


breed, by which we mean the animals 
of the breed entitled under present 
rules to registry. 

The one important thing for Short- 


horn breeders to do is to place the 
croWn on individual merit and not 
allow themselves to imbibe the no- 


tion on one hand that nothing is first 


class unless it traces back to females 
of Bates breeding, or, on the other

& lKeed assures its readers that the 
orn crop of 1902 will reach three 
billion bushels and at the same time 
assures the purcnasers of feeds that 
they will have to pay a good round 
price as corn will not be less than 
thirty cents per bushel this vear. It 
assures the public that Kansas, Ne- 


braska, Iowa, Missouri and Illinois will 
produce the record corn crops of his 
tory, ete. So far as lowa is con- 
cerned this is the veriest bosh. If 
lowa produces as much No. 2 corn as 
it did in 1901, it will be more than we 
dare hope for at this writing. The 
same is likely true of all states in the 
same latitude. 

The plain, simple truth is that from

this year. Further south in Missouri

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A Day on the Hog Market. 

In response to the invitation of one 
of the sellers of a prominent live stock 
commission firm in the Chicago yards 
it was the pleasure of the writer to 
spend a day recently in the hog mar- 
ket at the Union Stock Yards. To the 
uninitiated, as we were, the experience 
is most interesting and instructive. On 
the particular day in question, Tues- 
day, July 29th, the run of hogs was 
rather light and of such mixed char- 


acter that one could hardly obtain a 
fair idea of ruling conditions, except 
those of the present market. 

To those who are not already in- 
formed it might be well to state that 
the run of hogs is mainly divided by 
yard men into the following classes. 

1. Pigs weighing from 75 to 125 
pounds. 

2. Light hogs, weighing about 175 
pounds, from which we get the bacon 
pigs. 

3. Light mixed hogs weighing about 
200 pounds. 

4. Packers, rough 
around 300 pounds. 

5. Prime butchers, weighing from 
250 to 300 pounds. 

Of these, the third class, or light 
mixed, have made largest shipments 
during the summer months. Prime 
butchers are of course the best class 
that go to market, and the packers the 
lowest priced sorts. 

During the night, trains are constant- 
ly arriving over the various roads, the 
lines over which the heaviest traffic 
comes usually running in about this 
order: Northwestern, Burlington, Mil- 
waukee, Rock Island. On arriving at 
the yards at about five or six o’clock 
the hogs are unloaded, put in the 
chutes, and finally land in the pens 
holding a load each in the large double 
decked hog yards... Here they are fed 
by the yard companies and here the 
commission men and buyers for the 
various packing houses carry on oper- 
ations in the early morning. After the 
dickering among experienced and well 
posted men (a conversation which can 
not be described but which must be 
heard to be appreciated) the hogs are 
government inspected. The govern- 
ment inspector goes through the bunch 
and tags all runts, ruptured animals, 
piggy sows, or any animals with run- 
ning sores, and these are separated. A 
separate dicker is then made to decide 
who shall get the “governments.” After 
inspection the hogs are weighed, sent 
down into the chutes and consigned to 
the buyers of the various packing 
houses.

THE TYPE THAT TOPS THE MARKET. 





When we find market toppers we see 
that the chief consideration in the 
eyes of the buyer is uniformity. The 
feeder usually knows this, but he can 
not resist the temptation to put in a 
few coarse or off animals, although it 
is greatly to his own loss to do so. 
The three great points in the eye of 
the buyer are uniformity, quality and 
finish. 





Animal Diseases. 
Dr. Smead of New York, in a recent 


contribution to the press, states that | 


60 per cent of the diseases found in 


animals come from lack of knowledge | 
of the feed required and unwise and ig- | 


norant methods of feeding; 15 per 
cent are due to predisposition to dis- 
ease bred in the animal through man’s 
decision as to what that breeding should 
be; that scrub breeding represents 
scrub men; that 10 per cent of the ani- 
mal diseases are due to atmospheric 
causes and can not be controlled ex- 
cept by breeding and feeding to resist 
disease; tiat the 15 per cent left car 
be traced to accident, and that : 
farmers kept their cattle under right 


be due to accident. 

The next most destructive disease is 
perhaps abortion in cattle, which has 
nothing to do with either breeding or 
feeding, nor atmospheric causes, nor 
accident. It is due to a lack of pre- 
caution in mating and might in some 
cases be due to accident, but it cer- 
tainly can not be due to atmospheric 
causes. The same might be said of 
the stomach worm in sheep, due toa 
lack of change of pasture, or to late 
mating, or to improper food for early 
lambs. 

None the less, however, it is true 
that a large part, and probably all the 
diseases that are contagious, are due 
to one or other of the causes men- 
tioned by Dr. Smead. As farmers im- 
prove their methods, become broader 
men, realize the dignity of their pro- 
fession and the rewards it offers to 
men of the highest intelligence, dis- 
eases Other than epidemic will very 
rapidly decline. 

If man was properly bred so that he 
inherited no disease nor any predis- 
position to it, if he was properly fed 
from childhood up, and took proper 
care Of himself through life, he would 
never need a doctor except through 


money’s | 


some accidental cause. The higher the 
advance in civilization, the less we 
shall really need doctors, and the mors 
of them we will likely have, paying 
them higher prices, for doctoring is 
often a fad like any other. 





The Possibilities of Potato Growing. 


When in Scotland last season, we 
spent a day at Lord Roseberry’s estaté 
near Dalmeny, and called attention at 
the time to the magnificent growth of 
potatoes which were estimated to yield 
600 bushels per acre. We note since 
that one variety, called Dalmeny 
Beauty, yielded 24 tons of 2,240 pounds 
each, as weighed over the weigh 
bridge, or scales. We have not the 
slightest reason to doubt the correct 


| ness of the statement, nor is it doubted 








by intelligent agriculturists and potato 
growers in England and Scotland. Our 
readers can easily figure out for them 
selves the number of bushels. As we 
figure it, counting 60 pounds to the 
bushel, it is 896 bushels per acre. 

These potatoes, however, were not 
grown in the ordinary way. First 
they were planted with what is known 
in that country as “large seed;” pota- 
toes planted whole, ten inches apart 
in drills twenty-seven inches apart, on 
very strong land, very heavily ma 
nured with barnyard manure. supple- 
mented with commercial fertilizers, or 
artificials, and then given the most 
thorough cultivation. It simply shows 
what is possible on the best land with 
the best combiration of manures, with 
the highest skill, and using the best 
seed. 

A company of distinguished potato 
growers have been visiting the estate 
latelv and inspecting the potato crop 
of this year. On examination they 
find that a new variety called Dal 
menvy Hero, not yet full grown, planted 
ten inches apart in twenty-seven inch 
drills. produces from 3.5 to 4 pounds 
per plant. Can some of our boys fig- 
ure out how much this will be per 


acre when the potatoes are fully 
grown? 
We sneak of this because it illus- 


trates this fact that few farmers as 
vet realize the possibilities of potato 
zrowing. or in fact. of any other kind 
of farming. When we asked the thrash- 
er to thrash our wheat this summer 
and he asked us how much we thonght 
it would vield. we told him 40 bushels 
and he was utterlv ineredulons. Had 
we told him that 50. 60 or 70 bushels 
had heen grown. and even more, he 
would have thought us a fit subiect for 
the insavre asvlum. and vet such is the 
fact: rot, of course. in large flelds 
grown by ordinary methods, but when 
it comes to pav to raise these phenom- 
enal vields. farmers will grow them 
Tt will pav us now to grow 50 per cent 
more of every kind of grain or grass 
than we have been growing, and it 
will not cost 25 ner cent more to do it 
One of the benefits of high priced land 
is that it will annlv the spur to the 
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The Effect of Frost on Corn Leaves. 
Everywhere north of the latitude of 
Des Moines there is a great deal of 
frosted corn this year, much more 
than the papers are willing to ac- 
knowledge. Much of this corn is fit 
only for stock feeding. It is no use 
at: this late day to tell our readers to 
harvest this corn.

This causes the air to come in contact 
with the sap, and, as the atmosphere 
in the growing season is laden with 
various ferments, the forage is lia- 
ble to become diseased. From these 
two reasons and from the additional 
reason that we have had a deficiency 
of heat units this year, we do not ex- 
pect corn fodder to have anything like 
the feeding value it had last year. 
Therefore, unless a large amount has 
been provided the stock may go short 
before spring. 





The Coal Strike. 


For months a bitter contest has been 
waging between the “coal barons,” the 
owners of the anthracite coal mines, 
who are also the owners of the roads 
leading thereto, on the one hand and 
the men who mine this qoal on the 
other. At the present writing neither 
is disposed to give in. Bloodshed is a 
daily occurence for the last few days. 
The miners so far have suffered little, 
because they are supported by their 
fellow laborers in the bituminous re- 
gion. The railroads have suffered com 
paratively little, because they have 


been able to advance the price of coal 
and make the dear public pay for it. 
The consumers of coal have paid the 
piper, while the operators or the rail- 
roads and the operatives or the miners 
have done the dancing.

Tie the Corn Shocks Properly. 
There is a vast amount of good feed 
lost every year on the part of farmers 
by failing to tie their corn shocks 
properly. It is another illustration of 
the notion that Solomon once had: 


“The slothful man roasteth not that 
which he took in hunting.” It is poor 
policy to grow corn, to go to the heavy 
expense of putting it in the shock, and 
then shocking it in a slovenly way 
and lastly failing to tie the shocks so 
firmly at the top that they will stand 
up against any ordinary storm. 

A shock of corn that is slewed 
around and don’t know which way 
to stand, loses far more feeding value 
than may be apparent at first sight. In 
the first place a much larger amount 
of the forage is exposed to the 
weather, which is always a heavy loss. 
The leaning bundles take water and 
it would be a fair estimate to say 
that from one-fourth to one-third of 
the feeding value of that shock is lost, 
most of which might be avoided by 
putting just a little more work on 
the shock in the way of tying it firm- 
ly before it has time to fall to pieces. 





| The Saccharine Contents of Sorghum 





This Year. 


A correspondent from northern Iowa 
writes: 

“Following your advice I put in 
some Amber cane for hay. The frost 
of September 13th killed it before it 
was fit to cure. It contains no sweet- 
ness whatever. I have mowed it, but 
doubt whether it should be put in 
cocks and treated as mature cane. It 
seems to be nothing but coarse grass 
and will not be as good as if the frost 
had held off longer. I have some sor- 
ghum and fodder corn planted to- 
gether which is in the same immature 
condition, checked by too much rain 
and killed by early frost. I have been 
thinking that the best way to do is to 
mow it and put it in big cocks and 
feed later. Nearly all corn was in 
the milk here when killing frost came. 
It is a question to know what is best 
to do with fodder this year.” 

We fear that there will be a great 
deal of disappointment over the corn 
and sorghum crops this year, because 
it has been a year of insufficient heat 
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as well as too much rain. The sweet- 
ness cannot be put in a crop of that 
kind without the amount of heat as 
well as moisture which the plant re 
quires. We apprehend that the corn 
fodder will lack feeding quality even 
when matured in good condition and 
very greatly lack it when cured after 
frost. There is no help for this. It 
is simply one of the incidents of the 
season and will be of every season 
like it. The best thing our corre 
spondent: can do is what he proposes: 
Put it in cocks not too large (say the 
size of a hay cock or a little larger) 
and let it stand, feeding it later.

Now that land over most of our ter- 
ritory is worth from $50 to $100 per 
acre, no farmer should think for a 
moment of going without farm station- 
ery; that is, letter heads cn which is 
printed his name, the name of the 
farm, the post office, and the number 
of the rural route, and return enve- 
lopes with his name and _ address 
printed thereon. 

Every farm should have a name 
which should be part of the address. 
The name of the farm should be a mat- 
ter for a family counci!. It should be 
short, if possible significant of the 
character of the farm, and should be 
different from the name of any othe 
farm in the neighborhood. 

Why should this be done? First, it 
makes the man himself and his family 
feel better. The cow is all the better 
for having a name; the horse must 
have one of necessity. The farm should 
have a name. A man thinks more of 
a farm properly named than he does of 
the same farm without a name. It 
will not bring a bushei more grain per 
acre, nor a pound more of hay, but 
nevertheless the farmer will think 
more of his farm if he goes to the 
trouble of giving it a name. 

The man who receives a letter written 
on paper with the name, post office, 
and rural route printed thereor is al- 
ways more favorably impressed than 
if written on a piece of blank paper. 
He says to himself, that the man is 
more than an ordinary farmer. He 
understands his business. He takes 
pride in his farm. His’ stationery 
shows this. 

The objec of a letter is to make a 
favorable impression and the printed 
letter head and stationery helps to 
make this impression. The receiver 
will always give the farmer credit for 
being a better business man if he re- 
ceives from him a letter written on 
appropriate farm stationery.

salary of $7,500 per year and traveling 
expenses. He has the establishment

The worst of it is that 
private agricultural interests, that is 
corporations for raising tobacco, beet 
sugar factories, and others, will pay 
more for the right men than the col- 
leges and schools can pay. It is no 
longer a question of filling professor- 
ships but of getting men to fill profes- 
sorships. There is a whole lot of 
room at the top in agricultural lines. 
There is room at the top everywhere 
but there is more room in agriculture 
than in anything else and will be for 
years to come. 





The Influence of Height of Wheels on 
the Draft of Farm Wagons. 


The Missouri Experiment Station 
has been conducting a series of ex- 
periments to determine the influence 
of the height of wheels on the draft 
of farm wagons and gives the follow- 
ing as a summary of the result: 

1. For the same load, wagons with 
wheels of standard height drew lighter 
than those with lower wheels. 

2. The difference in favor of the 
standard wheels was greater on road 
surfaces in bad condition than on 
good road surfaces. 

3. Low wheels cut deeper ruts than 
those of standard height. 

4. The vibration of the tongue is 
greater in wagons with low wheels. 
5. For most purposes wagons with 
low wheels are more convenient than 
those of standard height. 

6. Wagons with broad tires and 
wheels of standard height are cum- 
bersome and require much room in 
turning. 

7. Diminishing the height of wheel 
to from 30 to 36 inches in front and 
10 to 44 inches in the rear did not 
increase the draft in as great propor- 
tion as it increased the convenience 
of loading and unloading the ordinary 
farm freight. 

8. Diminishing the height of 
wheels below 30 inches front and 40 


inches rear, increased the draft in 
greater proportion than it gained in 
convenience. 

9. On good roads, increasing the 


length of rear axle so that the front 
and rear wheels will run in different 
tracks to avoid cutting ruts, did not 
increase the draft. 

10. On sod, cultivated ground and 
bad roads, wagons with the rear axle 
longer than the front one, drew heav- 
ier than wagons having both axles of 
the same length. 

11. Wagons with the rear axle 
longer than the front one require 
wider gateways and more careful driv- 
ers and are on the whole very in- 
convenient and not to be recommended 
for farm use. 

12. The best form of farm wagon is 
one with axles of equal length, broad 
tires and wheels 30 to 36 inches high 
in front and 40 to 44 inches behind. 


Trespassing Stock. 

Very frequently hard feeling origin- 
ates among neighbors by stock which 
are not by law permitted to run at 
large breaking into fields and thus 
trespassing. The best thing to do un- 
der these circumstances is to follow 
the law carefully and thus make good 
neighbors. The Iowa law may be 
found in section 2317 of the code. 
Other states, no doubt, have similar 
laws. The substance of it is that in 
twenty-four hours (Sunday not in- 
cluded) after an animal which is not 
permitted to run at large and which 
has been trespassing on your fields, 
has been taken up, the person taking 
it up shall notify the owner and if 
he does not settle in twenty-four hours, 
request the township trustees, verb- 
ally or in writing to come and see the 
stock and assess the damages. Two 
of the trustees are sufficient. If the 
owner of the animal taken up refuses 
or neglects to pay the amount thus 
assessed, one of the trustees shall put 
up a notice in three conspicuous 
places in the township describing the 
property and naming the time and 
place of sale, which shall not be more 
than ten days afterwards, and the 
stock sold between one and _ three 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

Treatment of this kind usually 
makes good neighbors. Do not have 
any words about it: simply do it.

neighbors is to have good fences. If 
a man’s cattle or horses break into 
your field and damage your property, 
it is much better to tell him about it 
at once and tell him the amount of 
damage they have done. He will like- 
ly get quite angry about it, but will 
usually pay. If so, you can afford to 
hand him back his money and tell him 
you do not want it but you want him 
to keep his stock at home. He will 
usually keep them there. 

If this fails, then the next time fol- 
low the law as above described and 
iet him have the expense of paying for 
the trustees and such damages as they 
shall assess. Good neighbors are a 
very important thing on the farm and 
if a man will keep his temper under 
control, he can usually have them. 





The Teaching of Music in Public 
Schools. 

Now that the farmers in many sec- 
tions are having rural delivery, tele- 
phones and better if not good roads, 
they are beginning to think about add- 
ing other good things, and among them 
the teaching of music in the public 
schools by an experienced teacher. As 
it is not possible to secure  school- 
ma’ams who are first-class music 
teachers as well as first-class teachers 
of the three R’s, the farmers 
in Peoria county, Illinois are employ- 
ing Mrs. Sanger to visit twenty-seven 
schools in that county once a week 
and teach half an hour. From the fact 
that she began with two schools and 
now has twenty-seven, it would seem 
that this emthod, at least in that 





county, is practical. Of course, this 
sort of teaching involves the purchase 
of an instrument in the school and 
more or less singing during the open 
ing exercises and at intervals during 
the week. 

We do not see why this is not ons 
of the possible good things to come 
in with telephones and rural de- 
livery where schoo] boards are willing 
to devote a sufficient sum to pay an 
experienced teacher of music in addi 
tion to the teacher of the three R’s.

On page 1061, August 22d, 
was presented u “question of equity.’ 
This is a question of law pure and 
simple. There is no question of equity 
between any of the parties. A sold 
to B, B sold to C. If A guaranteed 
the bull it must have been to B. This 
does not appear from the record. 

First, if A did guarantee bull to C, 
it was subsequent to sale, hence re- 
quires some consideration to support 
it, otherwise it is not binding. In 
effect A is guaranteeing to C (if he 
did) goods which C is buying from a 
third party in whom and which A has 
no interest. No obligation whatever 
rested upon A either to take the bull 
or make any reparation for impotency. 

Second. But let us concede, for ar- 
gument, that C gives A good and 
valuable consideration, in return for 
which he (A) guarantees the bull. The 
burden is then on C to prove that the 
bull is impotent—not on A to show 
that he is not. 

Third. As A agreed to pay a cer- 
tain sum for the bull if as heavy as 
when sold, the lack of weight was 
ground for refusing to pay that sum.

Will it Pay to Feed? 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 
A Woodbine, Ia., subscriber writes: 


“TI wish a little advice on cattle feed- 
ing. I live within forty miles of 
Omaha and wish to know if it would 


be guod policy to buy a car load of 
western catile. I have wheat straw, 
and corn fodder for roughness. What 


other feed besides corn and in what 
proportions would be the best? I would 
like to have them ready for market 
in about six months. What weight 
and age would be best?” 

At this season of the year it is 
rather hard to definitely answer your 
subscriber’s inquiry. The corn crop is 
not yet safe, thus it is rather early to 
prospect regarding the price of cattle 
for next spring’s market. The writer 
firmly believes that the feeders who 
were lucky and wise enough to pur- 
chase feeding cattle of good quality. 
weight and flesh during the early part 
of August will make good money on 
the same. That is, providing, of course, 
that they have them in good condition 
and ready for the December market. 
Should our corn crop get 
without frost, there will very likely 
be a break in the cattle market to- 
wards spring 
your subscriber desires to feed cactle 
and has but corn fodder and wheat 
straw for roughage, the writer would 
recommend the feeding of gluten meal, 
Buffalo gluten feed, or old process oil 
mea] in addition to the corn. Feed

t and the yield is immense. The cane 
planted in rows 24 inches apart is the 
best. Sowing broadcast gives a very 
heavy yield but is not as satisfactory 
to me as drilling as I have described. 
One who has not tried this method 
can hardly realize the enormous quan- 
tity produced from an acre. The rea- 
son I recommend this method is this. 
Sorghum planting time comes late and 
just when it should be growing the 
astest we are liable to have a dry 
spell and check the growth of the 
plant and cause it to head out when 
quite small, but if drilled in rows you 
can cultivate it and keep it growing. 
Sorghum will head at a certain age 
regardless of its size and it is to the 
raiser’s interest to get as much size 
to the stalk as possible before heading. 

A word as to the varieties of cane. 
Early Amber seems to be the favorite 
or rather has the largest sale, but in 
my opinion it is far from being the 
best. I have tried four varieties, viz., 
the Amber, the Orange, the Grey Top 
and the Red Top. I have the Amber 
and the Red Top this year. The Early 
Amber is supposed to be much the 
earliest but I do not find this true. 
I planted the Red Top and the Amber 
at the same time and they are both 
ripening at the same time and the Red 
Top is twice as large as the Amber, 
each having received the same amount 
and kind of eultivation. A great many 
who raise cane do not know of any 
variety except the Amber and it is 
due partly to this fact that the Am- 
ber is most generally used. However, 
1 consider the Orange or Red Top 
either one superior to the Amber for 
feeding or for molasses, and I use it 
for both.

think that there was about 15 to 20 
per cent of them rotted. 


The spring sown clover is fine, but 
the spring sown timothy is scant and 
it can’t be for lack of moisture that 
it is doing so poorly; many fields are 
being sown over this fall. 


Threshing is pretty well done. The 
grain has been gotten to a great dis- 
advantage, the waste was large, and 
what has been saved is of very poor 
quality, but by thorough cleaning 
seed can be gotten from it. The feed- 
ing value is greatly reduced, and the 
market value is reduced about one- 
half. 


The tidy farmers are greatly in the 
minority, if we must judge by what 
we see in a trip across the country 
with a team, for the well kept farms 
were few. On the neglected ones 
there was apparently good crops 
where we could see the fields over the 
brush and weed row along the road.

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Abnormal Weather Conditions. 


Elsewhere will be found the special 
lowa crop bulietin issued September 
30th, giving the present conditions of 
unharvested crops. It will be seen 
that the conditions in Iowa are some- 
what critical. The abnormal weather 
conditions which retarded harvesting 
of grain and which also made tnuresh- 
ing exceedingly difficult are affecting 
the corn crop almost as seriously as 
they did the small grain crop. The 
former estimates of the corn crop of 
the state will need to be cut down 
about one-half, and the crop in this 
state will be valuable mainly for feed- 
ing. Weatner conditions are delaying 
wheat suwing in the fields of corn this 
year. Where the corn is killed by 
frost the farmer can go ahead and cut 
it and sow his wheat. Where, how- 
ever, as in our own case, the corn has 
not been frosted up to this date, it is 
a question whether to sacrifi.e the 
corn crop ar the wheat crop. We ex- 
pect to let our corn stand until it is 
matured, then sow wheat up to the 
10th of October. The chance for this 
crop being a good one js not flattering 
but if the open weather conditions 
continue, which they are likely to do, 
and give us a late fall, wheat sown 


October 10th will still cover the 
ground quite well before freezing 
weather. if it fails we will simply 


sow an early variety of spring wheat. 
The abnormal weather conditions are 
not peculiar to ene United States, but 
seem to affect the entire northern hem- 
isphere. ‘Ihe cause of these condi- 
tions is something that the wise men 
will have to find out for us. Is there 
any connection between this and the 
voicanic activity over the northern 
hemisphere this year, or do they both 
result from the same unknown cause?

This coru 
will have govud value for feeding, 
pound for pound, perhaps as much as 
if it had matured, but the numver oi 
pounds wiil be decreased as compared 
with a full crop in about the piopor- 
tion above indicated. ‘he same may 
be said of southern Minnesota, Wis 
consin and some sections of northern 
[llinois, 

There was not enough heat to make 

a good corn crop. There would have 
been plenty of soft corn even if there 
had been no frost. We have one field 
on our own farm that is green yet 
(September 29th), scarcely touched by 
frost, and yet we know there will be 
a great deal of soft ¢orn in that field. 
This year the early corn is the best; 
last year, the late. Farmers who held 
off because the late corn was the best 
last year made a mistake. Farmers 
who rush their corn in early next year 
may make the same mistake. It is 
folly for men to change their time of 
planting corn because of the last 
year’s weather. The man who will 
-plant some early and some late will 
usually hit it. The man who will go 
along and plant from the 10th to tne 
20th of May will never miss It very 
far in the latiture of central Iowa. 
Season chasiug is about as poor policy 
ag price chasing, and either of them 
is only a littie better than rainbow 
ehasing.

Spec.al lowa Crop Bulletin. 

The past week has been abnormally 
cold and cloudy, with excessive rain- 
fall in the large part of the state. 
Plowing, seeding and corn cutting 
have been interrupted. The wet 
weather and cloudiness were unfavor- 
able for all immature or unharvested 
crops, and the quality of corn fodder 
has been still further impaired. Spe- 
cial reports received from « large num- 
ber of crop reporters, producers and 
business men, seem to indicate that 
from 40 to 50 per cent of the extra 
heavy corn crop will at best be below 
the marketable standard in condition, 
though it may all possess considerable 
feeding value for stock, if it can be 
harvested and secured from further 
detriment by wet weather and sudden 
freezing. For the entire crop there 
is imperative need of a period of nor- 
mal dry weather. The situation is 
still somewhat critical, even for the 
more advanced portion of the crop. 
and its commercial value will depend 
upon future weather conditions. 





Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter.

Liberal marketings of wheat In the 
nortluwest bave been a weakening Influence 
in making prices, und there is a great deal 
of bearish sentiment atloat owing to the 
fact that there ts no great crop shortage. 
Still the visible supply at northwestern 
points of storage is tar beluw the amount 
held a year ago, and tn the meauwhile 
exports are Increasing. The experts from 
this country since July 1, have beev the 
largest in recent years with the exception 
of iast year, when Europe bought an in- 
mense quantity of our wheat at practically 
her ow prices during the tirst four months 
of the crop year. As this year’s crop of 
wheat in this country ts tigured at not 


over 625,000,000) bushels, or ueurly 125,- 
000,000 bushels ‘ess than last year, there 
will prebably be sufticient domestic and 
foreign demand to take care of it. The 


corn trade is rather animated, and various 
factors have combined to strengthen prices 
frequently, among them being crop dam- 
age. Later on, after the crop Is well mar- 
keted and dry, prices will doubtless rule 
much lower, but for the present values 
are likely to rule firm. Late cash sales 
of contract grades were on a basis of 87 
cents for wheat, 59 cents fur corn, and 33 
cents for outs, The better grades of but- 
ter have advanced to 22 to 22% cents per 
pound for creameries and 19 io 20 cents for 
dairies while the best city recandled eggs 
bring 21 cents a dezen. Potatoes are ac- 
tive at 28 to St cents per bushel on track. 

Liberal receipts of cattle bere and at 
Missourl river markets continue, the offer: 
Ings being largely composed of stock from 
the ranges, as Is usual at this season of 
the year. A great many cattle are being 
Shipped from farms, however, and there is 
all the time a yrowing scarcity of choice 
beeves. A large percentage of the daily 
runs consist of cattle that will make only 
ordinary dressed beef or a falr grade of 
feeders. It Is evident that there will be a 
shortage of prime cattle for some time to 
come, well bred stock being in smal! sup- 





| 


ply in feed lots nearly everywhere, and 
for this reason buyers are forced to pay 
a liberal premium for the best lots. With- 
in a week there bas been a small advance 
in faucy steers, the best selling for $8.75 
per 100 pounds, with very few offered 
that were guvod enough to sell as high as 
$7.75. There is a wide spread in prices 
between the best and the pvorest, for 
coumon steers siipped from the farms of 
the west are sold as low as $3.75. Natur- 
ally, the natives that compete with rangers 
are likely to sell uusatisfactuorily, and con- 
servative stockmeu are bulding such cat- 
tle back, with a view of marketing after 
the range cattle are out of the way. Cows 
aud heifers are selling at $1.50 to $6.50, 
mustly between $2 and $3, and stockers 
and feeders are selling liberally at $2.40 
to $5.50, mostly between $3.50 and $4.80. 
There is a large call fur Leavy feeders at 
$4.20 and upward, with not many offered 
prime enough to bring over $3. Western 
range cattle sell at $3 to $6.25, mostly up- 
der $6, with large sales to feeders at $4 to 
$5. Texas is shipping only moderate num- 
bers of grass cattle at $3.40 to $4. 

logs are extremely scarce everywhere, 
and the recent warketings at all westeru 
puiuts have been weager in the extreme, 
beiug barely sullicieut to supply the re- 
quirements of the fresh meat trade. Some 
weeks ago the pucking fraternity were 
making determined eflurts to put prices 
materially lower, so as to start off the 
Winter packing on October 1 with com- 
paratively cheap material, and effurts were 
muade at the same time to put provisions 
luwer ulso. These uttempts were suc- 
cessful fur some time, aud it louked very 
much as though hogs were going to sell 
off a great deal. Since then, buwever, re- 
celpts at every western packing point 
have become materially less, und prices 
have been coming close to the year’s bigh- 
est puint ouce mvure. The range of prices 
remains unusually wide, and beavy pack- 
ing hogs are the poorest sellers, with prime 
wedium weights selling the highest, fol- 
luwed vlusely by droves averaging uround 
1 pounds. There is v2 seurcity of breed- 
ing stock, and it will be some time be- 
fure the bog supply can become liberal 
once mure. 

Early last week tbe best hogs sold up 
to $.05, being vouly 2U cents beluw the 
highest price of the year. Theu the pack- 
ers furced a duwnwatd movement, and at 
the close of the week bogs were selling at 
$6.75 to $7.70, being about 5 to 10 cents 
luwer than a week earlier, 

Sheep and lambs continue to be mar- 
keted iu ener.uous uumbers, the offerings 
coming largely from the distant ranger of 
ddaho, Moatana, Wyoming, and elsewhere, 
with seme big fucks from Nevada. There 
is the goud feeder demand fur both sheep 
and lambs that has been chronicled for 
s0 many weeks, aud this Is a fortunate 
thing for sellers, for the range shipments 
this seasun at Chicago aud “Misseuri river 
marketsare beating allpast records, Native 
sheep form but a small percentage of the 
receipts, and native ewes are selling at a 
range of $2 tu $3.60, while limbs bring $3 


to $5.50, the best range tucks bringing 
$5.30. Western range sheep sell at $2 to 


4, with yearlings selling at the top, and 
feeder eheep active at $3.25 to $3.60, while 


feeder lambs sell like hut exkes at $4.40 
to i Many farmers are witholding 
thelr sheep untll after the range flocks 


are all marketed, and this is a wise policy. 
There will be a much better showing for 
them then, and range stuck snuould be al- 
lowed to have the field nuw. Feeders are 
able to buy at reductions of 25 cents on 
sheep aml about 10 cents on lambs, and 
many orders that were waiting for a drop 
are being filled. This seems to be a goud 
time to stock up. 

Ilorses have been shipped in more freely, 
but there has been vo heavy supply, and 
prices have moved in an upward direction 
for desirable offerings. The foreign inquiry 
is better, with the bulk of the orders for 
bussers and trammers at $0 to $135 per 
head, while some demand exists for the 
best grades of drivers and coachers to 
ship abroad, principally at $175 to $300, 
but such animals are not plentiful. The 
commoner kinds of drivers are wanted for 
the domestic trade at $70 to $170, and 
there Is all the time a strong demand for 
heavy drafters at $125 to $225, with the 
best call for horses good enough to bring 
at least $165. Northern dealers are ex- 
ecuting liberal orders for loggers at $135 














to $200, while expressers are about $5 
higher, with good sales to ship east at 


$115 to $165. Feeders are free buyers al 
a range of $135 to $200 and upward, ac 
cording to weight and quality, and more 
would be done in this line if more horses 
were to be had. . =

Cider Vinegar. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

N. W. Nelson of Montgomery county, 
Iowa, writes as follows: 

“T have reached a point where I am 
a little puzzled again (which anyone 
will sometimes be as long as he is on 
this side), and I am compelled to 
seek help. When I think of the help 
Wallaces’ Farmer has rendered in the 
part, I am confident it will continue 
in the future to help all who are 
farming for dear life. I want some 
light on the cider and vinegar subject. 
My orchard is just coming into the 
pink of condition and to get full value 
from the orchard one must use a cider 
mill. The market for early apples is 
not good but good vinegar is always 
in demand. How can cider vinegar be 
made to perfection?” 

We can answer this correspondent’s 
queries better by first describing huw 
to make good cider, and then changing 
it to vinegar, for to make a high grade 
of vinegar it is necessary to have cider 
of good quality. 


To make good cider the apples 
should be sound, ripe and free from 
earthy matter or filth. Green apples 


are not fit for cider because the starch 
has not yet 
which is one of the essentials of cider: 
they also contain a larger percentage 
of water and acids than mature fruit. 
Togetthe greatest amountof saccharine

matter the apples should be ripe, not 
aver-ripe for then there would be a 
loss. sometimes equal to twenty-five 


cent of entire veight of fruit, by 
Apples vary considerably 
in the amount of saccharine matter 
they contain in different stages of 
maturity; also varieties show that they 
‘do not all possess an equal quantity 
of sugar when in the same condition 
of ripeness; so you will easily under- 
stand that to make a good quality of 
cider it is necessary frequently to 
mix varieties to get the proper pro- 
portion of saccharine matter, and 
when still too weak to make a good 
cider sugar is added to supply the de- 
ficiency. Analysis of ripe apples range 
from 83 to 87 per cent of water; 12 
to 8 per cent of sugar and 5 per cent 
of other organic matter. Twelve per 
cent of saccharine matter under fer- 
mentation gives about six per cent of 
alcohol in the cider, and this again 
under further fermentation gives six 
per cent of acetic acid, the quantity 
required in good vinegar. The amount 
of saccharine matter in the juice from 
apples is determined by using a sa 
charometer and thermometer. 

When apples lay on the ground for 
any great length of time they acquire 
an earthy taste which impairs the

may be “culls” from the selected fruit 
that was sent to market, but they 
should be sound and good in quality, 
though ill shaped and small in size. 

Having brought good apples to the 
mill we need say nothing in regard 
to it except that it should be kept 
clean and sweet, and the press-cloths, 
if used, should be in like condition. 

You now have the juice, but it is 
more or less mixed with fragments of 
pomace which should be removed by 
straining, or still better by using a 
filter; this may be of any convenient 
size or shape. The upper layer of the 

filter may be of clean straw held in 
place by a lattice frame, under this 
several inches of charcoal, and below 
ample space for drawing off the clear 
juice. The juice should now be tested 
with the saccharometer to determine 
the amount of saccharine matter it 
contains; should the instrument show 
less than 14 degrees, sugar should be 
added to raise it to or above that de- 
gree. Heating the juice will also in- 
crease the sugar by changing what- 
ever starch may be in it from unripe 
apples; it also changes the pectose in- 
to pectin making it more readily solu- 
able and convertible into saccharine 
and other desirable elements through 
the action of acids in the juice. If 
the juice is to be heated it should be 
done before it is filtered. In heating 
the juice should not come in contact 
with iron. A wooden or tin vessel is 
best, or in a small way a porcelain 
kettle may be used to sterilize a small 
quantity when the juice is to be pre- 
served for future use sweet as it came 
from the press. It should then be 
sealed in glass bottles so as to ex- 
clude contact with the air. The heat 
should exceed 160 degrees or it 
will spoil the flavor of the juice. 
However, if the intention is only to 
keep the sweet juice of the apple it 
should be filtered before sterilizing it. 

The next process after the strength 
of the juice has been determined is 
fermentation. This is allowed to con- 
tinue until all the saccharine matter 
in the juioe has been changed to alco- 
hol or it may be stopped at any de- 
sired strength. The juice is put into 
barrels and watched carefully from 
day to day as the fermentation con- 
tinues to see that it goes on in a sat- 
isfactory manner. The temperature 
is noted and the saccharometer used 
to determine the decline in sweetness 
and increase of alcohol, and when the 
zero point is reached all the saccharine 
matter has been changed to alcohol 
and the fermentation must be stopped 
for to continue the process would be 
to make vinegar of the cider. 

Vinus fermentation is produced by 
the growth of the yeast plant, a germ 
that is everywhere present in the air, 
and on the apples, so the germs. are 
in the juice and begin growing when- 
ever the temperature is right for their 
development, just as the seeds of a 
plant grow when put in the soil in the 
spring. The best temperature for the 
veast plant to grow is between 60 and 
90 degrees. It does not grow well 
above or below these temperatures. 
Fifty and 100 degrees come pretty near 
the limits of growth for this plant. 
While the cider is fermenting it is 
best to keep the temperature of the 
building as nearly uniform as _ possi- 
ble. Sudden changes are not helpful 
to a good growth of the plant. 

When the juice has not been care- 
fully filtered there will be consider- 
able purging from the open bung-hole 
caused by the gummy matter becoming 
entangled with this escaping carbon 
acid g‘ven off in breaking up the su- 
gar into aleohol. At first the tempera- 
ture rises rapidly, but as the fermen- 
tation continues the heat declines until 
it is the same as the external air. 
When the fermentation nas gone far 
enough it must be stopped. This may 
be done in three ways: by drawing off 
the cider into a clean, cold barrel and 
keeping it below 45 degrees; by draw- 
ing off into su!phurized barrels: or by 
racking off and sterilizing with heat. 
The latter method is the best when 
appliances are at hand for doing the 
work. After the fermentation has 
heen stopped the bungs are tightened 
and the cider left to ripen.

One method is to 
use a barrel about one-third full of 
vinegar, to this add every week five 
gallons of hard cider, when the barrel 
is half full draw off half of it and re- 
fill as before; that which is drawn off 
is put in barrels with other vinegar 
to cure and is soon ready for market. 

Apple pomace is sometimes sprink- 
led with water ard repressed and the 
juice mixed with molasses and then 
fermented, but this product is only 
cider vinegar in name. Old vinegar bar. | 
rels that are saturated, as it were, with 
the Mycoderma aceti will mature vine- 
gar faster than new barrels. The first | 
thing to do in making vinegar from 
cider is to mix it with the air; this is | 
done either by frequently stirring the | 






cider; letting it drip from one barrel 
to another; or by passing it through 
shavings that were saturated with 
vinegar. The bung-hole is left open 
during fermentation, but a screen 
should be kept over it to prevent more 
life getting into the vinegar than is 
necessary to have in it. 

Where cider is made in quantity the 
building is heated so as to keep an 
even high temperature, but for the 
amateur tle process is confined to the 
warm summer months. Cellars are too 
cool for fermentation and very little 
progress is made in the winter.

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Alfalfa in Ulinois. 


The Illinois Experiment Station has 
been conducting for the last year or 
two an experiment for the purpose of 
ascertaining not whether alfalfa will 
grow in Illinois but why previous at- 
tempts to grow it have been failures. 
The method adopted was by two series 
of pot cultures. The object of one 
series was to determine whether the 
failure was due to a lack of mineral 
elements such as lime and potash or 
whether it was due to a lack of nitro- 
gen in the soil or lack of supply from 
the air. For this reason some of the 
pots were supplied with bacteria im- 
ported from other states while the 
others were planted in common soil, 
it having been noted in previous farm 
experiments that for some reason al- 
falta did not generally develop root 
tubercles in that state and hence was 
dependent upon the nitrogen in the 
soil for the enormous supply which al- 
falfa requires. In addition to this field 
experiments were conducted on _ the 
same general lines. We do not care to 
enter into the experiment in detail, but 
simply give the summary, as follows: 

1. Alfaifa bacteria are usually not 
present in Illinois soil, and, conse- 
quently, the alfalfa is not able to ob- 
tain nitrogen from the atmosphere 
(which is would be able to do by 
means of the proper bacteria) but it 
is entirely dependent upon the soil for 
its supply of this most valuable and 
important element of plant food. 

2. To produce good crops of alfalfa 
without the “nitrogen gathering” bac- 
teria requires exceedingly rich soil and 
liberal applications of barnyard ma- 
nure or other nitrogenous fertilizer. 
(It may be observed that these are the 
conditions of soil and treatment rec- 
ommended for alfalfa by most writers 
in the agricultural press of Illinois 
and other central states). 

3. Even the rich black prairie soil 
of Illinois does not furnish sufficient 
available nitrogen for maximum crops 
of alfalfa. (No other crop grown in 
Illinois requires such large quantities 
of nitrogen as alfalfa). 

4. Applications of available nitro- 
gen to Illinois soil produce crops of 
alfalfa which yield from two to four 
times as much hay as crops which ob- 
tain all of their nitrogen from the 
natural supply of the soil. 

5. The inoculation of Ilinois soil 
with the proper alfalfa bacteria en- 
ables the alfalfa to feed upon the in- 
exhaustible supply of free nitrogen in 
the air and the inoculated soil pro- 
duces just as large crops ot alfalfa as 
soil which has been heavily fertilized 
with commercial nitrogen. (Nitrogen 
costs about 15 cents a pound in com- 
mercial fertilizers, and about 50 
pounds of nitrogen are ,required to 
produce one ton of alfalfa hay and the 
weight of the free nitrogen in the at- 
mosphere is equal to about 12 pounds 
to each square inch of the surface of 
the earth.) 

6. On most Illinois soils, excepting 
limestone soils, applications of air- 
slacked lime as well as inoculation 
with bacteria, will be advantageous to 
the alfalfa and profitable to the farm- 
er. (Most cultivted soils are more or 
less acid; the lime corrects the acidity 
and promotes the development and ac- 
tivities of the bacteria, thus enabling 
the alfalia to secure larger supplies of 
atmospheric nitrogen). 

7. On some types of soil. probably 
phosphorus can be applied with profit. 
for the production of alfalfa. 


8. Severai places have been found 
in Illinois where the soil is already 
infected with alfalfa bacteria; and,

alfalfa is being grown successfully. 
(The infected soil which has been 
tound has usually been in river bot- 
toms, but this has not been the case 
in all instances. Fields of infected 
soil has been found in the extreme 
northern, in the central, and in the 


southern part of the state, showing | 


that, while the alfalfa bacteria are by 
no means common in Illinois soil, they 
do exist in abundance in several wide- 
ly separated sections). 

9. Alfalfa bacteria have been intro- 
duced on the university farm at Ur- 
bana and alfalfa fields have been 
seeded and inoculated by the Experi- 
ment Station in about twenty-five dif- 
ferent places in the state. 

10. The experiment station advises 
farmers generally, in all sections of 
the state, to try to grow a few acres 
of alfalfa of which a small plot at 
least should be given the most favor- 
able conditions for success, by appiy- 
ing infected soil, and, if needed, lime, 
phosphorus, or potassium. 

It would seem from the above that 
one reason why experiments in alfalfa 
growing conducted by farmers have 
been largely failures is because the 
nitrofying germ peculiar to alfalfa is 
wanting in that soil. That being true, 
it is very easily remedied. All that is 
necessary is to supply it from soils 
from other states or from those sec- 
tions in Illinois where alfalfa has been 
grown successfully. 

A number of our readers have criti- 
cised us because for years past we have 
been preaching the doctrine that soils 
can be inoculated with the germs of 
the tubercles of the different legumin- 
ous plants such as clover, hairy vetch, 
and alfalfa. The above mentioned ex- 
periment furnishes proof almost as 
clear as Holy Writ of the correctness 
of our position. It has been demon- 
strated at a good many different sta- 
tions. It requires something more 
than the seed of any legume to grow 
it successfully, and that something 
more is the germ of the tubercle pe- 
culiar to that plant. Farmers, there- 
fore, who fail. to grow clover should 
examine the roots of any straggling 
plants and find whether they have the 
little nodules on the roots which 
should be found on every healthy 
clover plant. When the leaves of any 
leguminous plants turn yellow in a 
growing season, it shows that they are 
nitrogen hungry. This must either be 
supplied by manure or by inoculation 
of the soii with the germ and thus 
enable these plants to get their own 
supply from that inexhaustible store- 
house, the air. 

» We are finding every year that al- 
falfa is capable of more general cul- 
ture than we had heretofore supposed. 
The same may be said of clover. We 
must have the soil, the climate, the 
seed, and at the same time the germ. 
or the nitrofying plant (for it is a 
plant separate from the legume) which 
is peculiar to each particular legume. 





Corn and Cob Meal. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A Michigan subscriber writes: 

“Will you kindly through your an- 
swers to correspondents advise me as 
to the use of meal made by grinding 
the whole ear of corn—cob and all— 
in feeding cattle, swine, etc. We fat 
annually several hundred head and are 
equipping with a corn grinder but 
bave recently heard that cattle fed on 
it soon or late have trouble in digest- 
ing it; that the little dry covers or 
cases or cups in which each kernel 
sets, are hard and indigestible and 
eventually penetrate the intestines 
and kill the cattle. Is this so? How 
should it be fed? And with what 
other feed?” 

Corn and cob meal can be fed to 
cattle without any injurious results. 
Some feeders have experienced diffi- 
culty when the cob was not finely 
ground. This is the main point to‘be 
observed. Where the cob is merely 
crushed, not finely ground, cattle will 
very often leave part of the feed. This 
is especially true during the last few 
weeks of the feeding period. During 
the past year some feeders experienced 
difficulty in feeding corn and cob meal 
due to the fact that much of the 1901 
corn crop did not fill well, thus too 
large «a proportion of cob. In our 
feeding experiment conducted on 
Brookmont Farm, Odebolt, this fact 
was noticeable. In such cases it is 
well to add some corn meal to the 
corn and cob meal. 

The cob in itself contains but little 
nourishment. Its main use is to give 
bulk, which seems to be necessary, to 
the grain part of the ration. Many 
feeders use bran for this purpose. 
When bran is high in price the cob

part of the ration is concerned. For 
the fattening of young hogs the writer 
cannot see any special benefit to be 
derived from the feeding of corn and 
cob meal over corn meal. In fact the 
corn meal should give the better re- 
sults due to the fact that the stomach 
of the hog is small, thus not intended 
for bulky feed. 

For the fattening of cattle corn and 
cob meal when fed in conjunction with 
gluten meal, usefiveparts corn and cob 
to one part gluten meal; buffalo glute 
feed use four partscornandcob meal, ‘0 
one part of the buffalo gluten feed. or 
oil meal, old process, five parts corn 
and cob meal to one part oil meal, and 
good results should be obtained. 

For the fattening of hogs recent ex- 
periments conducted at this station 
and reported in Bulletin No. 65 indi- 
cate that the various kinds of tankage. 
beef meal and dried blood when fed 
in conjunction with corn possess a 
very high feeding value. These by- 
products of the packing houses are 
concentrated in their nature and con- 
tain a very high percentage of protein 
which is so necessary to the develop- 
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ment of the young hog. Your readers 
should all bear in mind that corn and 
cob meal should be finely ground if 
good results are to be obtained.

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Breeding Animals for Intrinsic 
Qualities. 


Animal breeding truly Is one of the fine 
arts, but it can in part be placed on a 
rigid scientific basis. Having realized for 
a decade that the breeder's artistic Instincts 
too often overrule the cool methods of 
the scientist in breed formation, in breed 
improvement and in grading up our com 
mon herds, the writer has paid more es- 
pecial attention to the scientific aspects of 
the problems of vital interest to us as 
breeders, and to the country as one of the 
competing live stock nations of the world. 
Numerous lines of research were laid out, 
both practical and theoretical, and much 
of the preliminary experimenting Is be- 
ing done with plants, where very large 
numbers can be employed at the minimum 
of expense, These theoretical experiments 
are so fur developed with plants, that Is is 
now desirable to carry them forward with 
the smaller pet animals and with the larger 
domestic animals, so as to get their full 
significance in breeding animuls as well as 
in plant breeding, and to broaden out the 
scope of experiments needed in the study 
of animal and plant breeding. 

The material results in plant breedirg in 
the form of new varieties of wheat, tax, 
corn, etc., have now assumed an economic 
importance which justifies the belief that 
somewhat similar methods can be applied 
to animal breeding. Avimal breeding and 
the business methods involved are not 
much more different from plant breeding in 
general than breeding winter wheat differs 
from breeding Indian corn, In both ani 
mals and plants each species requires a 
somewhat different plan from each other 
apecies. sreeding dairy cattle needs a dif 
ferent plan from breeding beef cattle; 
as breeding flax for seed requires one plan 
and breeding flax for fiber a different plan; 
and plans for breeding flax for combined 
erops of seed and fiber require a still fur- 
ther modification, as does also the breed- 
jug of general purpose cattle for both but- 
ter and beef. In a general way the same 
principles which were first worked out in 
anima! breeding have been found to bring 


results of vast importance when applied 
in a practical manuer in plant breeding. 


Plant breeders have lately shown the abso 
Wute necessity of vast numbers, and of ex 
tensive records of all measurable intrinsic 
qualities. To make full utilization of these 
principles, animal breeders should make 
ehanges in their technical and business 
methods. Plant breeders find in animal 
breeding further evidences of the principles 
they have come to look upon as the most 
important elements leading to their 
achievements. Wallace in his Trotting 
Horse Registry, engrafted into American 
animal breeding the principle of perform 
ance record; and to his genius, far more 
than to that of possibly all other wen, is 
due the supremacy of the American trotter. 
It is but little to our credit as a race of 
would be scientitic breeders that the omy 
other places we have allowed this prin 
ciple to enter fully into our breeding planus 
are in Holstein and Jersey cattle breed 
ing. tut it is worth noting that in both 
of these instances” results ‘are’ being 
reached which justify a vastly greater ex 
penditure than is required to carry forward 
the official and unofiicial tests. 

It is the purpose of this paper to dis 
cuss some of the broad principles and busi 
ness questions fundamental in making the 
United States not only first in live stock 
and plent products, but tirst as a source 
of improved blood both of plants and of 
animals, As we have passed England, ou 
greatest rival, in invention and manufac- 
ture, so we can leave her far behind in the 
production of registered breeding animals 
of the highest quality. We ean produce 
both seeds and animals much beite a apte! 
to our soils and climatic conditivous by 
breeding them under the environment in 
which we are to use them. We can even 
improve them to such an extent that Eng 
land will be our customer for pedigreed 
seeds and animals. It is time for Ameri 
Ca to cease supinely worshiping the fatted 
calf and sheep from England, and begin 


producing beef animals with more lean 
meat and with other qualities of greater 


s 
intrinsic value than is found in the British 
breeds, and, if necessary, with somewhat 
less of the sculptor’s excellencies made up 
of nicely chiseled tallow. 

In plant breeding the tendency has been 
too much toward getting sour t.ing botunic- 
ally new, something different to the cye. 
But the pendulum is now swinging toward 
securing more yield in our wheat, togetber 
with a higher percentage and better quality 
of gluten; hardier clover with greater abil- 
ity to yield well and to secure more nitro- 
gen from the air, both to improve the plant 
as a food for animals, and to add more 
nitrogen to better enrich the soil; oats 
with greater rust tesistance, better abil 
ity to stand erect on rich soils, and able 
to yield more value per acre. 

In animal breeding there has been too 
much of a tendency to secure some theoret- 
ical form, some artistic cvlor, or mere uni- 
formity in various external characteristics 
not closely connected with the pocketbook 
of the producer of meats, of dairy products, 
of wool, or of work animals. The poultry 
breeder bas been the most strenuous in 
breeding for fancy points, and the most 
thorough in ignoring the thickness of lean 
meat, as on breast and shank, and even in 
leading the untutored to believe that some 
peculiar barring of the feathers or some 
specific form of wattles is more important 
than a performance pedigree in the eg 
laying business. Breeders of hogs, whil 
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looking at the outer form of the thick 
coating of lard clothing muscles and bones, 
have uot lookec at the thickness of back 
or ham muscles, nor have they clearly dis 
tinguished between the value of a sow thurt 
will rear eight pigs and one that will re 
only four as the average of he broud ri 
breeder of beef animals has not paid tow 
much attention to the ability of his a 
mals in the show ring, but he has two 
nearly neglected to know the percentage 
of lean meat in the carcass. He 
not kept record by families as 
their immunity from tuberculosis;

Animals with an excessive tendency t 
produce fat and to mature early are of 
especial value to upgrade scrubs which are 
at the other extreme In these qualities 
But we need breeds which «s full bloods, 
or as high grades, excel in the amount of 
lean meat and in the other desirable qual 
ities mentioned above. If we had such 
breeds, with their performance pedigi 
recorded and exploited with full meaning 
and power, the scrub and the low grade 
animal, and the extreme fat producing 
animal, would pass away before the really 
superior breeds. Our improved breeds are 
doing wonderful work, but these breeds 
made still better would accomplish vastly 
more, 

Vians long formulated, with the 
assistance of Mr. Andrew Loss, for the 
production of a strain of hogs with a very 
large percentage ot tender, lean meat, with 
abundant fecundity, strong bones, euriy 
muturity, large growth from a given 
amount of tued, disease resisting power, 
and with sutlicient uniformity of color and 
form to distinguish the breed, are veilg 
worked out, Since it haus been found that 
the tportant measure of a mother plait 
or of an animal as a breeder, is not its 
own individual performance, but the per- 
formance of a large number of its progeny, 
the value of each parent must be expressed 
in the pedigree by means vi a recoru ol Lue 
performance of its progeny. Records of 
breeding power which cannot be made of 
the parent, alive or dead, can be made in 
Iuaby instances oh the progeny, a part ol 
which may be slaughtered for meat and 
the records made on the dead carcasses.

By means of feeding tests with the en 
tire brood at 6 to 8 wonths old, the nuim- 
ber of pounds of growth, or pounds of lean 
meat produced from one hundred pounds ot 
stundard fued can be recorded. The | 
ing of » record of the number of pigs fa 
rowed at each litter by each dam; the earli 
ness of maturity; the form, color and other 
easily obtained characteristics, are all to 
be recorded so as to supply all obtainable 
facts. As in breeding plants, more than 
half the battle will be won in securing 
from among the known breeds and grades 
of cross-bred hogs, the foundation s ks 
from among which may be found the pa 
ents with the propotency, or strong cent- 
gener power, most nearly combining all 
the strong qualities blended in our ideal. 
Securing large numbers from among which 
to choose, and the ten or more years of 
waiting for results, are the only real diffi 
culties so far met. But these difficulties 
are not insurmountable. len years re 
quired in breeding valuable new varieties 
of wheat does not appear a long time, 
when viewed from the point where the 
results are in hand. Mothers have the pa 
tience to spend twenty years in training 
each child. The state should realize that 
its life and interests are perpetual, and 
that ten or twenty years are as but a day 
While the many are experimenting one 
year that they may write scientific bulle- 
tins the next, some work should be done 
for the future. We who have had the free 
gift of a virgin soil should spend part of 
our energies in leaving for our children a 
better soil, improved plants and animals, 
substantial buildings and roadways, and a 
broader Christian spirit.

wses for the class of work named. In 
twenty years Olmsted county could thus 
become famous as a place to go for strong 
drivers to breed or to use. fhe presence 
f many of a kind would enable matching 
up teams which would bring high prices. 
lhe formal performance pedigrees would 
become popular and the outside world 
would pay long prices for breeding stock, 
as we pay tribute to La Perche in France, 
or to the region of the Clyde in Scotland. 
In fifty years Olmsted county would get 
idded revenue and a new dignity would 
w added to Olmsted county farming. More 
wright farmers, more highly developed 
arm bomes, and e richer civilization gen- 
erally would prevail. Olmsted county can 
outdo La Perecb or the region of the Clyde, 
developing stock to bring long prices 
for use as drivers or as breeders. he 
uation, the state of Minnesota, or the 
county of Olmsted, can well afford to aia 
in promoting and administering such an 
enterprise, as France has aided in breed- 
g her two prominent races of horses. 
Since other means fail us, some diseases 
of plants and of animals must be com 
batted by breeding. A way of breeding 
for rust resistance in wheat wag found, 
and methods of breeding for tuberculosis 
esisting power in cattle doubtless can be 
devised. Fecundity can be_ increased 
rather than decreased, and yet have highly 
specialized breeds and_ varieties. More 
protein can be bred into all our crops and 
more lean meat into all our meat pro- 
ducing animals, as more oil can be bred 
into flax, or even into corn. The quan- 
tity and also the toughness in the gluten 
n our wheats can be increased; also the 
size and toughness of the muscles of our 
horses. We can add to any one quality 
rapidly, if we breed for that purpose 
singly: slowly if, we breed for that along 
with the other qualities which make up 
the desired combination of crop or animal. 
Evolution goes on in nature with slow

extensively applied improvements often 
come with a rapidity quite astonishing. 
When the sugar in sugar beets can be in- 
creased from 6 per cent to 18 per cent, or 
the yield of sugar per acre from 1200 to 
3600 pounds, and this a compound in a 
transient form and composed:only of water, 
air and sunshine, we ought to take cour- 
age. If sugar beet improvement stood out 
singly it might not mean mych, but fanciers 
make quite as profound changes in ani- 
mals; while breeders of trotting horses, of 
dairy cattle and of hogs have made vast 
economic changes. We should apply science 
on the one hand and business organization 
on the other. This is a time of liberal 
mindedness. Possibly we are too conserva- 
tive in our modest plans for the betterment 
of agriculture and country life generally. 

All will agree that further desultory mak- 
ing of new breeds of live stock, which dif- 
fer merely in some outward appearance, is 
not worthy of encouragement but should 
be condemned. As the station has made 
new families of fife and blue stem wheat, 
so co-ope.itive organizations could make 
distinct fumiliies of existing breeds; and 
as the station is making hybrid wheats, so 
co-operative associations could make new 
breeds. We need new ‘varieties of wheats, 
if by hybridizing we can thus secure bet- 
ter wheats than by selection alone; and we 
need new breeds of animals if we can 
thns secure better breeds than by improve- 
ment within existing breeds. Co-opera- 
tion has succeeded so well in the cream- 
ery business in Minnesota, that we are 
justified in having faith that co-operative 
breeding can be organized. Let twenty 
farmers in Freeborn county organize and 
establish a system of testing their cows, 
and getting the prepotency or centgener 
butter value of each bull and of each cow. 
Exnerimenters have the data at hand from 
which the method of testing ean easily be 
worked out. The principles used in cent- 
gener tests of plants will serve to give the 
plan of making the comparisons. Ten to 
twenty years of patient, properly directed 
work, together with some expense, and 
Freeborn county would be in the possession 
of a race of dairy cows of which she would 
be even prouder than of her fame as a 
prodneer of hich grade co-operative cream- 
ery butter. Under a poor plan the Miam: 
valley in Ohio gained fame and riches by 
originating Poland-China hogs, and various 
counties in England have thus added great- 
ly to their revenues, Some _ attempts 
might result In fallure, but ope success 
wonld repay for many failures. 

IT make no apology for these suggestions, 
and am_ willing to continue risking my 
time and money in an effort to make of 
Minnesota the most prominent breeding 
ground in America. The country has often 
expressed its preference for northern 
grown seeds, knowing full well that seeds 
which will mature at the north will be 
sure to mature somewhat further to the 
southward. In like manner, animals bred 
and reared in Minnesota will be easily 
acclimated further sonth. Minnesota feeds 
a greater variety of foods, is further out- 
side the great disease centers, and may. 
if she will, develop a special genius for 
leading in the production of the nedigreed 
animals and seeds of the great Missiscinnj 
valley. Co-operative breeders associations 
could pronerly call upon the state experi- 
ment station and the State Agricultural 
Society for any aid which these organiza- 
tions conld be prepared to render.—Prof. 
Witlet M. Havs of Minnesota Exneriment 
Station hefore Minnesota state agricultur-

Green Tomato Preserves: To one 
pound of fruit we use ten ounces of 
granulated sugar. Put sugar on with 
just water enough to melt it, add the 
tomatoes, and couk gently until the to- 
mato is tender and transparent. Cut 
the tomatoes around in halves and 
then quarter the halves. This shape 
is preferable to slices. This will keep 
without sealing, but it is better to put 
in small jars, as it is so rich that only 
a little is wanted at a time.

Have ready a large granite 
dish pan, and into this put half vine- 
gar and half water, enough in quantity 
to cover the stuff you put in. Drop 
in a tablespoonful of alum and let it 
come to a boil. Now take half of your 
tomatoes and half of your onions and 
boil briskly for ten minutes. Skim 
them out of this weak vinegar and 
put to drain in colander. Throw away 
what they were boiled in. Prepare an- 
other quantity of weak vinegar with 
a tablespoonful of alum and cook the 
other half of your stuff and handle it 
the same as the first half, throwing 
away the weak vinegar. By this time 
they have shrunken so you can get 
them all in one big dish pan. Take 
strong cider vinegar enough to cover, 
allow two pounds of brown sugar to 
every quart of vinegar. Add your 
spices to suit your taste. I use only 
three, viz., stick cinnamon, whole 
cloves, whole black pepper. Moisten 
ten cents’ worth of tumeric powder 
with cold vinegar and stir into this 
hot vinegar. When it boils add your 
tomatoes and onions and stir it once 
in a while until it has been over a 
good fire for twenty minutes or a half 
hour. If you have plenty of Mason 
jars seal it up at once while hot. If 
not turn it into large jars and cover. 
They will keep nicely until Christmas 
time in these open jars. By that 
time you will have plenty of empty 
glass cans into which you can put 
this and it will keep a year. I hope 
many will try this recipe. It is fine. 
Many who can not eat other kinds of 
pickle, can indulge in this and satisfy 
that craving for something sour. Don’t 
forget the tumeric powder. It gives 
them a yellowish cast that makes 
them good to look upon when they are 
placed beside a dish of baked beans,

The creeper is made from one yard 
of gray chambray gingham folded 
through the center crosswise and 
stitched up to make a bag, a hem is 
turned at the top, stitched twice if 
one prefers, thus forming a heading, 
and a rubber tape run through, draw- 
ing up the bag to fit the baby’s waist. 
At each lower corner of the bag, from 
the selvage, straight across the bot- 
tom, for a distance of four inches, or 
more if baby is fat, a slit is cut, and 
hemmed.

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THE CROSSING OF THE JORDAN. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for October 12, 1902.—Joshua 
3:9-17.) 

The subject of this lesson 
miraculous crossing of the 
Jordan by the armies of Israel. The 
moral purpose of the miracle ‘s dis- 
tinctly stated in Joshua 3:7 to be to 
magnify Joshua and to let the veople 
know that as the Lord had been with 
Moses, He would be with him; in 
Joshua 3:10, to let them know tnat 
the living God was among them; and 
in Joshua 4:24, that all the people of 
the earth might know the hand of 
the Lord, that it is mighty, and that 
they might fear the Lord their God 
forever; or, combining all three, to 
issure them that Jehovah who hac 
led them thus far by Moses was now 
leading them by the hand of Joshua, 
ind convince them that they should 
fear Him time without end. 

The best explanation of the lesson, 
in my judgment, is as clear and dis- 
tinct a statement as possible of the 
physical and moral conditions under 
which this great miracle was wrought. 
The children of Israel had been in 
camp at Shittim and there received 
the last commands of Moses and were 
organized under Joshua for the con- 
quest of Canaan. They broke camp 
and pitched on the bank of the Jordan 
for three days awaiting the return of 
the spies, who, like David’s mighty 
men, had evidently swam across the 
river. 

The Jordan is really a swift moun- 
tain stream, having three heads, rising 
in the mountains of Lebanon at an 
elevation of from 647 to 1,700 feet 
above the level of the Mediterranean 
sea. These flow into lake Meron of 
which the Jordan is the outlet. and 
vhich is feet above the Mediter- 
anean. From there it falls in nine 
miles 900 feet into the sea of Galilce. 
which is 682 feet below the level of 
the Mediterranean. These streams 
bove the sea of Galilee are, how- 
«ver, never called Jordan in _ the 
Seriptures, the name being applied 
to that part of the stream between 
the sea of Galilee and the Dead sea. 
The distance between these two bodies 
of water is 66 miles by land but 200 
miles following the course of the 
stream. The fall is 606 feet in which 
there are twenty-seven rapids. This 
rapid current over calcareous, or 
limestone, rocks naturally washed out 
a channel, sometimes a mile wide 
and sometimes as much as’ fourteen, 
called the ghor, and which we would 
eall the tableland. The continued 
wear of the river has washed out 
within this another channel! which is 
from forty to sixty feet, and in some 
places much deeper, below the level 
of this tableland, and within this sec- 
ond channel there is a still deeper 
erosion. The river runs almost dry 
in the summer season and fills up 
above the lower channels during the 
hot summer when there are heavy 
rains on mount Lebanon and con- 
start melting of deep snows. The 
greatest ris2 occurs, therefore, about 
the time of harvest, which oceurs in 
that country in the month of Abib, 
which is about our April.

"d to doubt this we must set aside 
untrue the entire record, we do rot 
soe how any man can doubt the fact 
of the miracle except on the purely 
theoretical ground that a miracle is 
in the nature of things impossible. 
There is no use reasoning with a man 
who refuses to accept testimony sim- 
ply because it is contrary to his pre 
onceived opinions. 

Examining critically the narrative in 
the light of what is called the higher 
er:ticism, it certainly bears all the 
ear-marks, or, as the s«' vould 
Say, the watermarks of truth It is 
simplicity itself. It goes into the most

minute details. tells just how the 
crossing was made, the order of the 
march, states heforehand just what 
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woulc be done, at what time, and in 
what way, and it telis of the erection 
of the cromlech, or circle of stones, a 
very common method of marking 
events at that stage of civilization in 
any part of the worli, and hese 
stores were taken frem the river bed 
at the point where the priests stood 


bearing the ark while the people 
crossed over on the broad, dry bed 
below. It tells further that Joshua 


erected this cromlech, or stone molu- 
ment, at Gilgal, and named the place 
Gilgal, which means a stone and rolil- 
ing, evidently a rolling stone, such 
as are found in the beds of all swift 
rivers; how he told the people when 
their children should ask in years to 
come what these stones meant that 
they should say: ‘The waters of 
Jordan were cut off before the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord; when it 
passed over Jordan, the waters of 
Jordan were cut off; and these stones 
shall be for a memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Israel for ever.” He further 
located the tabernacle there until after 
the conquest of the land, when it was 
removed to Shiloh. 

This place has recently been identi- 
fied under the name of Jiljuliel, three 
and a half miles southeast of the 
ruins of ancient Jericho. It is evi- 
dently the same name, the G changed 
to J on the same principle that the 
newly arrived Swede changes J to Y 
and says Yim instead of Jim. It is 
evidently an eye witness who wrote 
of this and who evidently believed he 
was telling the truth. The Jews be- 
lieved it through their entire national 
existence and pointed to these stones 
the cromlech of Gilgal, as proof that 
their fathers crossed the Jordan in 
this miraculous manner. Why should 
we not believe it? 

A miracle is simply a deviation, for 
some great moral purpose, from an 


ordinary mode of the expression of 
the Divine will. Natural law is the 
ordinary mode of the expression of 


that will, but a miracle is a temporary 
deviation from it. The law of gravi- 
tation, the laws governing the move- 
ment of water in the soil, the move- 
ment of electric currents are familiar 
examples of the ordinary mode of the 
expression cf the Divine will. A mir- 
acle is a deviation from this method 
and is used generally to attest a new 
revelation of moral law or the mes- 
sage of men taught of God and those 
especially authorized to reveal His 
will. Miracles were thus essential to 
the first revelation of the will of God 
to man, but even then were used spar- 


ingly. God never did for man any- 
thing he could do for himself. Jesus 
raised Lazarus but He made_ the 


apostles roll away the stone and take 


away the grave clothes. He gave 
Israel manna, but He made them 
gather it every day except the Sab- 


bath. The journey through the desert 
was hard but they could make it and 
He compelled them to do it. They could 
not cross the Jordan unless He: sus- 
pended for the day the law of gravita 
tation in that river for them. They 
had to march across the ghor or val 
ley down through the steep limestone 
cliffs and struggle across the stony 
bed and out of it, and I fancy it was 
about the hardest day’s work they 
ever did. 

But not for the Israelites alone was 
this miracle wrought. The Canaanites 
were well informed, as we learn from 
the second chapter of Joshua, of the 
intentions of the great army of 
Egyptian fugitives which had sub- 
sisted in a most remarkable way in 
the desert for forty years and were 
now encamped across the Jordan. 
They had heard of the passage of the 
Red sea, of the protection of Jehovah 
for forty years, and, as Rahab re- 
ported to the spies, their “hearts did 
melt, neither did there remain any 
more courage in any man” (Joshua 
2:11). They felt, however, reasonably 
safe with the swift Jordan at flood 
tide between them. 

From this point of view nothing 


ould so ‘mpress them as to _ the 


power of Jehovah as the drying up 
of the bed of the Jordan for one day 
and the safe passage of the entire 
army and nation to Gilgal within 


three and one-half miles of their city.

the truth of this so 
miracle recorded in 
terrible punishment 
at Baalpeor, on account of the par- 
ticipation in the licentious worship 
of the Canaanite nation, would natur- 
ally convince them that they were a 
doomed race. That this was the effect 
can be seen from the passage already 
quoted. 

It was the declared purpose of Je- 
hovah to wipe from the face of the 
earth these Canaanitish races on ac- 
count of their great wickedness. The 
children of Israel were the divinely 
appointed executors of His will. The 
nation was, so to speak, the sheriff to 
execute the judgment of the court 
from which there was no appeal. It 
was, therefore, most fitting that the 
execution should be accompanied by 
such a display of miraculous power 
as would convince the Canaanites of 
the rig..ts and duties of Israel in the 
prosecution of this work. They had 
so utterly polluted the land by their 
licentiousness that the moral safety 
of the world required their utter ex- 
termination on precisely the same 
ground that the laws of all nations 
execute men whose presence can not 
be tolerated with safety. This is the 
high moral ground on which the 
Scriptures always present this subject. 

A few points of the details of the 
lesson may be noted. The tabernacle, 
not the pillar of cloud, is from this 
onward the symbol of the Divine Pres- 
ence. The tribes east of the Jordan 
are put in the front, the women and 
children following, the rest of the 
army bringigyg up the rear. The 
priests rem@ned in the center of the 
river bed until the entire army passed 
over in the broad, dry bed below them. 
Twelve men were selected before- 
hand, one from each tribe, thus testi- 
fying to the unity of Israel, to see to 


the removal of the stones for the 
monument from the middle of the 
river. All is prearranged, proclaimed, 
and carried out to the letter. Fore 
warned as to the Divine will, they 
seem to be as certain of safety as they 
would have been of destruction had 
the ordinary law of gravitation by 
which water seeks its level bern in 
operation.

Feeding Skim Milk to Calves. 
Some years ago we gave a great deal 
of space to this subject, going into 
minute details. The season for fall 
and winter calves is now approaching 
and it is perhaps fitting that we should 
refer to this subject again, giving in 
substance the results of our previous 
investigations in as brief a space as 
possible. 

First, it is possible, although few be- 
lieve it, to grow a skim-milk calf which 
can not be distinguished from calves of 
the same breeding that were raised by 
their dams when they stand side by 
side in the feed lot at twenty-four or 
thirty months old. We know this can 
be done for we have had it done on 
our own farms and have seen it done 
hundreds of times. It is done all over 
the dairy districts where farmers have 
well-bred dual purpose cows and under- 
stand how to feed them on skim-milk. 

Of course, it can not be done on 
skim-milk alone, nor can it be done by 
a man who has not mastered both the 
science and the art. The science can 
be taught; the art must be acquired 
by the doing of it, in the same way 
that all other things worth while can 
be secured. The calf which is intended 
to be grown on skim-milk must have 
the first milk of its own dam. This 
is nature’s requirement and her laws 
must be obeyed. Nature provides in 
the first milk a powerful aperient and 
tonic which goes through the little fel- 
low like a shot and removes the dead 
matter which has accumulated in the 
bowels during the fetal period, and be- 
sides tones up the system and gives 
the little fellow the right start in life. 
Without this start, he can never shine 
in the feed lot. 

Skim-milk, being a very unbalanced 
ration, must be fed in connection with 
something else that will give it the 
proper balance. The calf’s stomach is 
not sufficiently developed to digest any 
grain food for the first two or three 
weeks; therefore, during the first two 
weeks it should have nothing but its 
mother’s milk as she furnishes it. If 
you undertake to grow a calf on skim- 
milk, either in whole or in part, dur- 
ing these first two weeks, you will in- 
evitably spoil your calf. Give it dur- 
ing these weeks five or six quarts per 
day and no more, and give it as it 
comes from the cow—warm and sweet. 
Most farmers feed their calves entirely 
too much. Eight or nine quarts a day 
is enough for any calf. When the calf 
is from two to three weeks old you 
can add warm skim-milk to the ration, 
but do it gradually and take at least a 
week to make the change. 

When the calf is three weeks old, 
give it a mixture of corn and oats 
ground together. First. simply take 
a handful of it and put it in the little 
fellow’s mouth after he has finished his 
milk ration. Do not put this meal in 
milk but as an after feed and gradu- 
ally increase the amount. Where 
Kaffir is cheaper than corn, use that. 
and where the farmer has flax seed that 
for any reason is not merchantable 
grind that and use it instead of the 
oats and corn or Kaffir. Not oil meal, 
mind you, but flax seed meal. 

The object in feeding any of these 
grains is to balarfte the ration by giv- 
ing carbohydrates or fat and heat pro- 
ducers which the milk lacks; in other 
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words, to put into the ration what you 
have taken out in the shape of butter. 

Of course, all calves should have 
either hay or grass, but should not be 
turned out either to pasture or to the 
hay racks until their mouths are dry 


after eating their milk and grain. This | 


will prevent the pernicious practice of 
sucking each other’s ears. 

It is needless to say that calves 
should be fed in stanchions. Any 
farmer can construct stanchions that 
will enable him to feed each calf the 
amount it needs. Where farmers have 
board fences, they can be made by re- 
moving the middle board and placing 
it below and putting an additional! 
board above and then by using 1x4’s, 
placing them 16 invhes apart, can con- 
struct stanchions for summer feeding 
wut of doors which will care for all 
the calves on the place. In the winter 
these stanchions should be made in the 
barn or stable. He can place a com- 
mon trough in front of the stanch- 
ions, or, better still, use buckets to be 
placed in front of each calf. These 
can be kept clean much easier than any 
board trough, and cleanliness is one 
of the important things in growing 
calves. 

After the calf is two months old we 
would feed shelled corn’ altogether. 
There is no use in grinding corn for 
a calf of that age. His time is not 
worth anything, anyhow. He likes to 
grind it himself and the chewing of the 
corn is more favorable to a continuous 
flow of saliva than the use of any meal 
which can be bolted. 


If the calves are intended for dairy | 


cows, we would feed half corn and 
half oats. or oats altogether for that 


matter, but if they are intended for | 


feeding steers then give corn. 

All this is easy to the man who has 
a mirg to do it provided he will take 
the tronhle tq feed the milk sweet and 
for the first month sweet and always 
warm. It is a very easy thing for the 
farmer who has sufficiently advanced 
to have a farm separator. 
ables him to feed the milk sweet and 
warm. getting it into the calf’s stom- 
ach before it has lost the natural heat. 
It is not so easy for the man who has 
to deperd on separafor milk hauled 
from the creamery or skimming sta- 
tion. For this reason. first-class hand- 
raised calves will not be the rule until 
there is a reform in our svstem of 
creamery management and the cream- 
eries gather cream from the farmers 
who use farm separators instead of 
hauling the milk to the station and 
then hauling the skim-milk back sour 
half the vear unless there is very care- 
ful sterilization at the creamery, and 
even then cold instead of warm. The 
calf two months old can become ac- 
eustomed to cold milk. but cold milk 
to a young oalf means colic, indiges- 
tion, and unthrift. Hence, we advise 
our readers who are inclined to have 
first-class calves to buy a farm senara- 
tor and thus be able to feed in all re- 
spects according to nature. 

The farmer may ask the question: 
“Tf IT can not give the calf more than 
half the skim-milk. what shall I do 
with the rest?” Feed it to the pigs, 
of course. Any cow that is worth 
keeping for milk purposes will fur- 
nish enough skim-milk for two calves. 
If you don’t have the calves, don’t 
worry about it. Feed it to the pigs, 
of course. You will grow far better 
pigs. It is absurd to give the calf an 
unbalanced ration of skim-milk and 
give the pig an unbalanced ration of 
corn when by giving some of the corn 
to the calf and some of the skim-milk 
to the pig you can balanee both ra- 
tions and have thrift instead of un- 
thrift in both classes of stock. 





The Milk Yield of Ewes. 

The Missouri experiment station in 
bulletin 53 gives some rather interest- 
ing experiments covering the milk 
yield of ewes. In connection with 
some experiments undertaken by the 
department of entomology at that sta- 
tion it become necessary to milk a few 
ewes and a careful daily record of 
five was kept from February 23d to 
June Ist. They were milked four times 
daily, later three times, towards the 
end of the period twice. The five 
ewes selected were of the heaviest 
milkers of the flock and were fed on 
alfalfa, clover hay, and corn: and the 
fat determinations were made with 
the Babcock test. The average weekly 
yields of the ewes were 15.5 pounds, 
15.2, 13.56, 19, and 13.9. The largest 
yield of 2.7 per day was equivalent 


to the production of 26.1 pounds for | 


1,000 pounds of live weight. This 
shows that the yield of milk for ewes 
is about the same as cows, per 100 
pounds weight.

Beef or Butter? 


A correspondent of Cherokee county, 
Iowa, writes: 

“I have a two hundréd acre farm 
within twenty rods of a creamery, 
mostly rich bottom land, principally in 
blue grass and white clover, always a 
crop wet or dry. If you owned this 
farm would you milk cows and take 
the milk to the factory or put steers 
on the farm? I have the cows, good 
grade Short-horns of a milking strain. 
I also have young cattle from these 
cows and a full blooded Short-horn 
bull. I have plenty of help and feed 
for either but am undecided.” 

If our correspondent wishes to make 
a fair profit with the minimum of 
trouble, we would say put on steers. 
If he wants to make the maximum of 
profit and take some trouble, we would 
say put on good grade Short-horn cows 
of the milking strains. The feed 
growing on this farm will produce 
about twice the number of pounds of 
live weight in beef that it would in 
butter. The butter, however, will 
bring, based on the experience of the 
last ten years, about fifty per cent 
more money than the beef. In other 
words, he can make 400 pounds of 
gain on the steer, and he should have 
cows that will average him 200 pounds 
of butter; if not, he should not keep 
them. The butter will sell at home 
for over $30 per cow; the beef at not 
over $20. This is the broad view of 
the subject, and, we think, a correct 
one. 

If it were ours, we would not put 
this farm all to cows nor all to steers 
unless as before stated we wanted to 
have as little trouble as possible. We 
would keep say 25 to 30 cows, the best 
we could get, milk them, send the milk 
to the creamery, or use a hand sep- 
arator and sell the cream or make it 
into butter for special customers, 
raise the calves by hand, and turn 
them off at thirty months old. Thirty 
dollars worth of butter and a calf will 
furnish a good profit and keep a cow 
and better than the steer bought in 
the market as calf, yearling, or two- 
vear-old fed on grass. Whether a man 
should do one or the other depends on 
his taste, his help. and his anxiety to 
make a profit on the farm. 





How the Wisconsin Farmer Tests 
His Cows. 


rhe milk of each cow was weighed and 
sampled at the morning and night milking 
one day in each week, every two weeks o1 
once a month, as the farmer desired. ‘lhe 
testing day was selecied by the farmer. 

Each dairy was supplied with a pair of 
scales for weighing the milk, a box of bot 
tles for milk samples, a small one-ounce 
tin sampling dipper, and a record book. 
Each cow was given a number, which was 
placed on the label of a two-ounce sam 
ple bottle, the cow being kKnowne by this 
number throughout the cest. About one 
half gram of potassium bichromate was 
added to each sample bottle to keep the 
milk sweet until tested. The box ot 
samples and the record book were sent to 
the University creamery, where the sam 
ples were tested; the tests were recorded 
in the patron’s book as well as in the per- 
manent record at the creamery, alter 
which the book and box of sample bottles 
were returned to the farm. 

The following instructions were plainl) 
written on the first few pages of the re« 
ord book sent with each box of samplins 
bottles: 

DIRECTIONS. 

1. Give each cow a permanent name ol 
number. 

2. Provide a place for using the scales 
at milking time. 

Select a milk-weighing pail or bucket. 

4. Record the weight of this empty pail 
or provide some sure way of deducting its 
weight from each lot of milk. 

5. After milking a cow dry, pour al 
her milk into the weighing pail. 

6. Record the weight of this milk in the 

proper place in the book, 
7. Pour milk from weighing-pail into 
milking-bucket and immediately dip a sam- 
ple from it into a bottle having the nuin- 
ber of this cow. 

8. The sample from the first milking 
should only fill the bottle one-half full. 

9. At the vext milking repeat the weigh- 
ing and sampling and pour the second 
sample into the same bottle that was pre- 
viously half filled. 

10. Each sample bottle should contain a 
mixture of milk from two consecutive 
milkings of one cow. 

11. Cork the sampie botties to prevent 
evaporation. 

12. Weigh and sample the milk of each 
cow once, twice or four times per month. 

13. Note time of each milking. 

14. Record the date each cow calves. 

15. State how many days each calf was 
fed it’s mother’s milk. 

16. How did you dispose of each calf? 

17. Weekly statement of cow's feed, in 
cluding the weight, price and kind of 
grain, if any, with the amount and kind 
of hay, corn stalks or other coarse fod 
der. 

18. Health of cows. 

19. Note any change of wilkers. 

20. Record date when cow was dry.

The Hog Feeding Experiment at Ames 

In our last issue we made a brief re- 
port of the recent hog feeding experi- 
ment at Ames, the object of which was 
to determine the value of the by-prod- 
ucts of the beef packing houses as a 
supplementai feed for fattening hogs. 
As stated in our previous article, the 
supplemental feeds were beef meal, 
Swift’s tankage, Armour’s tankage, and 
Standard stock food, as compared with 
an entire corn ration. 

The pigs weighed from 197 to 202 
pounds at the beginning and were val- 
ued at $7.00 per hundredweight. The 
corn meal, which was the principal 
feed of all the lots, was valued at 
22.00 per ton; the beef meal at $30.00; 
Swift’s tankage at $32.00; Armour’s 
tankage at $25.00; and the Standard 
stock food at $80.00 per half ton or 
$160.00 per ton. 

The results showed a net profit 
per hog of $2.39 on corn alone, $2.93 
on corn and Darling’s beef meal, $3.22 
on corn and Swift’s tankage, $2.57 on 
corn and Armour’s tankage, and $2.64 
on corn and Standard food. 

The amount of corn fed to each lot 
was from 2,400 to 2,800 pounds, the 
meals consumed were from 458 to 460 
pounds, and but 14 pounds of Standard 
stock food was used to 2,850 pounds 
of corn. 

The general lesson we drew from 
this experiment was that hogs will 
make greater gains by the addition of 
a small ration rich in nitrogen. It 
must be observed that these hogs were 
in the neighborhood of 200 pounds and 
hence the entire feeding was that of 
finishing for the market, the feeding 
period lasting forty-nine days. 

We refer to this matter again be- 
cause this year and in years to come 
corn will not likely be more than half 
the price of the corn used in this 
experiment and, therefore, it will not 
be of as great value to our readers un- 
less this difference in the cost of corn 
is taken into account. For example, 
what would be the result if corn was 
half the price, which is about the usual 
price, and other feeds the same price 
as at present? In other words what 
would it cost to produce a pound of 
gain had corn meal been $11.00 per 
ton instead of $22.00? 

The cost of producing a pound of 
gain on Lot 1 fed on corn alone would 
have been 2.53 cents instead of 5.1 
cents; with corn and beef meal 2.87 
cents instead of 4.8 cents; with corn 
and Swift’s tankage 2.73 cents instead 
of 4.5 cents; with corn and Armour’s 
tankage 2.87 cents instead of 4.9 cents: 
and with corn and Standard stock food 
2.55 cents instead of 5 cents. In other 
words, corn alone at half the price 
charged in this experiment would be 
the cheapest, corn and Standard stock 
food next, and practically the same: 
or, to put it in another way, the higher 
priced the corn the greater profit there 
is in feeding these sw pplemental feeds. 
and the lower in price the less profit. 





The Supply of Hogs. 


The supply of hogs in the great mar- 
kets is still short and is likely to be 
short for some months to come. The 
reason is quite obvious. There is no 
supply of hogs worth taking into ac- 
count outside of the corn belt. While 
a great many hogs are grown on al- 
falfa, Kaffir corn, and on damaged 
wheat in the north, and other grain, 
the great bulk of the supply comes 
from the corn surplus states which, 
as our readers know, are Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. These states were 
all stricken with drouth last year and 
there was a large marketing of brood 
sows and a continuous marketing all 
summer of light weight hogs. 

When for the same reason cattle are 
shipped out of these corn states, they 
can be supplied by the ranges and the 
wheat growing states as well, and 
hence .t is comparatively easy to make 
up a shortage of cattle, sheep or 
horses. There is every probability, 
therefore, that hogs will be scarce and 
comparatively high in price until a 
new crop can be grown. mostly from 
pigs farrowed this year. This, at 
least, is the outlook from the Farmer 
Office.

opinion there is nothing in it. This 
is my first year with rape and consid- 
ering the conditions it showed up all 
right. I sowed about two and a half 
acres in spring with oats on rich low 
ground and until the excessive wet 


weather set in made a splendid pas- | 
ture for sheep and hogs but it rained | 


so much that it turned yellow and soon 
died. But it did fully as well as any 
other crop under the same condi- 
tions. There was nothing the matter 
with my pigs while pasturing it. There 
is a disease in this county that has 
attacked the pigs that is called pig 
measles. The pigs break out in sores 
or small boils, eyes get sore and some- 
times go blind, ears scabby. I have 
never heard of it before—something 
new. It is not confined to any one 
locality. The most of these pigs have 
never seen a rape field. It is no re- 
specter of breeds. It attacks the high 
toned Poland-China as well as the red 
shoat and the elm peeler.

has been said about 
rape blistering hog’s ears. I don’t be- 
lieve the rape is to be blamed. Last 
year my hogs were on rape and were 
not made sore in any kind of weather. 
However, we were not troubled much 
with rain or dew. Cholera cleaned me 
out and I started with two pigs in a 
12x12 pen away from the old hog lot. 
These pigs have not had rape or been 
in wet grass or any kind of green 
feed. About the middle of August 
they began to blister on the ears. They 
would blister and bleed, not only the 
ears but the vulva. They are not well 
yet. Possibly a great many others who 
complain of rape would have had the 
same trouble if the hogs had not been 
on pasture at all. I surely will not 
give up rape for hogs until the evi- 
dence is more against it.

The Rape Question. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Was rape the cause of that peculiar 
skin disease that prevailed among so 
many herds of pigs the past summer 
is a question of very great importance 
to the farmer who by experience has 
determined the value of rape an 
adjunct to a clover and oats hog pas- 
ture. 1 for one would like w see it 
settled at least before the time to 
make our hog pasture for next year. 

I should think that if the plant-con- 
tained a poison that would produce 
such grave effects the chemist ought 
to be able to at least get on track of it. 
But I am inclined to think that if 
there is anything in the poison theory 
it is something of the nature of the 
sting of the nettle, or in other words 
it is communicated directiy to the 
skin of the pig while the rape plant 
(or some other plant just as well) is 
ladened with dew or excessive mois- 
ture. 

Now, with due regard for the opin- 
ion of others I must say all my obser- 
vation leads me to the conclusion that 
rape has had nothing whatever to do 
with this ailment. I turned sever sows 
and forty pigs into a lot of two acres 
of oats, clover and rape June lst. The 
growth was luxuriant and it was a real 
pleasure to see how much the young 
porkers began to relish all three of 
the plartts with the 
the leading favorite. 

I left them on unti! weaning time 
early in July, when I turned them into 
a part of my grove where there was 
nothing but a few weeds growing un- 
der the trees. Besides the usual feed 
tor weanlings I fed them clover from 
my orchard. I saw nothing wrong 
with them when T turned them in.

About August Ist I turned them 
an early potato patch after 
the potatoes. This ground was 
covered with a rank growth of 
grass, smartweed and pig weed.

Green Bone. 


The use and abuse of green cut 
bone is not a vital question during 
the summer when fowls are on the 
range as they usuaily can pick up 
enough bugs and worms to supply 
them with their quota of animal food. 
Even in summer however, a flock of 
chicks fed green bone will gain two 
pounds three weeks before one fed 
on vegetable food only. Our experi- 
ence has been that there is nothing 
that will take the place of green bone. 
In spite of the fact that the pictures 
show a woman or child grinding the 
bones with ease, it is hard work for 
a man to supply a flock with as much 
bone as they can use to advantage. If 
the man in question has done a hard 
lay’s work he is hard to persuade 
that the welfare of the hens demands 
a feed of bone, and even when he 
grants that the bone is the cheapest as 
well as the best feed that the fowls 
have, he is apt.to estimate his labor at 
a figure that more than covers the dif- 
ference in cost between the bone and 
the grain. 

It seems to us that when so 
farmers have power of some kind 
either gasoline engine or wind mill 
that one power bone cutter might be 
owned in every neighborhood, and 
the bone cut for all. Hens lay better, 
lay more fertile eggs, and the chicks 
grow faster, and are raised to maturity 
at least expense when fed green bone. 
The hand cutters cut cooked bones 
with the greatest ease, and are worth 
their price as a vegetable cutter dur- 
ing the winter months. 

One lady keeps her bone cutter in 
the kitchen and drops into a basket 


many 


beside it all her small notatoes and 
other vegetables, stale bread and 
bones. After a meal is over she 


grinds this mass for her small flock 
and it is served in the most palatable 
form to her hens who repay her with 
dozens of eggs the winter through. 





The Round Up. 


If your hens are not in their winter 
quarters, you have no time to lose in 
housing them. A month at least is 
required by laying hens to accustom 
themselves to new quarters, and the 
same is true of pullets. 

While the summer’s work is fresh in 
your mind, and you can pick out the 
hens that have proven good mothers, 
and the accommodating ones that have 
nearly finished the molt, and are,ready 
to lay high priced eggs, provide your- 
self with a supply of leg bands, cost- 
ing perhaps fifteen cents a dozen. If 
there is any point about a hen which 
you wish to make a note of band her 
and write down in your chicken book 
all that will interest you about her. 
The numbers on the leg bands make it 
possible to keep an accurate record of 
each hen. 

Do not include in your breeding pen 
for next season a hen that has been 
ill even for a day, and avoid a cock- 
erel that has a chronic rattle in his 
throat. Do not crowd your birds this 
winter if you wish to make them pay. 
So sure as you do they will not lay 
until the natural laying season. We 
vish we could impress this one fact on 
the readers of this paper so that they 
would not need to pay the price they 
must to learn it by éxperience. 

Select your very best birds for next 
vear’s breeders and give them free 
range as long as possible. When they 
must be housed for the winter it is a 
good plan to change their quarters fre- 
quently until a month before the time 
to think of mating up your pens. This 
change of house helps to retard laying, 
and it is an established fact that hens 
that have been forced for laying 
throngh the winter do not lay as fertile 
ezes as those that have not. Some 
hreeders who have experimented to as- 
ertain the truth of this theory, claim

To calculate the nutritive ratio, mul- 
tiply the amount of fat by the heat 
equivalent, as compared with carbohy- 
drates (2.3), which result, added to 
the carbohydrates, equals the total fat 
value. This sum divided by the figure 
for the protein will give the nutritive 
atio. Remember that if you figure 
your nutritive ratio ever so accurately 
and you depend on vegetable sources 
entirely for the protein your labor will 
be in vain. A fair proportion of the 
protein must come from. animal 
sources, 

Bran is a valuable constituent of 
mashes as it lightens them so thai 
they are more easily digested. It is 
also a good regulator. Many poultry 
men keep a dish of bran where chicks 
young and olG can have access to it 
at any time. Mot more than 15 per 
cent of the volume. not the weight, of 
bran shovld be used in any one mash.

Cut § pieces 30 inches long, 
and 9 pieces 12 or 15 inches long, for 
each coop. Nail the short pieces one 
at each end. one in the center of the 
long ones (use 10d wrought nails). 
Make three of these frames, one for 
each end and the center. For the 
bottom use % Ifnch boards or lath. 
Make the bottom tight (use 6d nails). 
Use 14x2 strips of lath for sides, ends 
| and top. Put them 11%4 inches apart 














(the width of lath is about right). 
Leave two laths loose on top in cen- 
ter, or make a door of them to open, 
in order to put poultry in and take it 
out. Now nail a lath around the 
coops, each end and the center (out- 
side the three frames made first). This 
will keep the lath from coming off 
and make the coops stronger. For 
broilers the coops can be made 10 
inches high and 24 inches wide. This 
will make a good, strong, light coop.” 





The Chick in the Egg. 


A most interesting article on the above 
subject comes from the Breeders Gazette 
in auswer to an inquiry as to whether the 
chigk was formed from the yolks or the 
white of the egg. It is worth while to 
know the nomal condition of the egg at 
different stages a incubation, when test- 
ing eggs especially. 

“gtrictly Speaking the chick feeds on the 
white of the egg until it has emerged from 
the shell and after that fcr probably thirty 
or thirty-six hours it feeds on the yolk. 
An unfertilized egg is an Inert and life- 
less body composed of water, albumen, oil 
aud some mineral salts enclosed in a shell 
which is largely lime. The albumen in 
the egg is found in the white and the oils 
or fats and miueral salts are largely in the 
yolk. Such an egg is lifeless and will not 
hatch, When the hen has been mated with 
a male the little germ is also enclosed in 
the egg shell and under proper conditions 
will grow and become a fullisized chick. 
This germ ts a microscopic cell containing 
that mysterious principle which is called 
life. The process by which a chick is 
evolved from this geri is very interesting. 

“Put a fertilized egg under a hen or in an 
incubator or in a temperature of 103 de- 
grees anywhere, and within a few hours 
the processes of life are in full operation 
and clearly observable under a microscope 
of very moderate power. First comes a 
faint speck of red, which soon divides into 
two branches, looking like a letter V. This 
is the beginning of the arterial system. 
This gradually extends and reaches around 
the inner surface of the egg shell, the 
necessary oxygen for the support of the 
embryotic chich percolating through the 
shell. The next manifestation is two black 
spots. These are the eyes of the chick 
between which lies the brain, and a rudi- 
mentary spinal cord extends from this. 
The process of development now goes on 
with increasing rapidity. The form of the 
chick is plainly to be scen, the white of 
the egg is absorbed as growth proceeds 
and the little bird grows larger. At last 
the chick is fully formed and ready to em- 
erge from the shell, 

“‘All this time there has been no change 
of any kind in the yolk. It remains in ex- 
actly the same condition it was at the be- 
ginning of the process of Incubation. Just 
before the chick comes from the shell the 
yolk is drawn into the abdomen, and when 
the chick comes from the shell the yolk 
lies in its stomach unchanged. The yolk 
is a wise provision of nature for support- 
ing the chick until it is able to run about 
and hunt for food on its own account. The 
yolk contains elements that are not found 
in the white, It is fatty in its nature and 
furnishes the fuel to keep up vital heat, 
which was furnished by the mother hen 
or the incubator until the chick came from 
the shell. The yolk is calculated to sup- 
port the chick for about thirty-six hours 
after it comes from the shell, and little 
chicks should not be fed until this time 
has elapsed. It will be seen from the above 
that the contents of an egg shell bear ex- 
actly the same relation to the chick that 
is hatched from it that a loaf of bread does 
to the man who Is to eat it. The writer 
has more than once set eggs and then 


broken them, one or two at a time, on 
successive days until the time to hatch 
arrived. We have watched the develop- 


ment of the chick from the time it was nec- 
essary to use a microscope to observe the 
pulsations of the new life until the embryo 
was fully formed and ready to emerge from 
the shell. An egg that has been incubated 
for one day will on being brokén show the 
first speck of blood pulsating for several 
minutes after it is broken. One can al- 
mont see the beginning of life by doing 
this. 

“An egg is wonderfully formed to pro- 
tect the germ within It. Its shape is such 
that it naturally rolls to the center of the 
hollowed nest and Is harder to break from 
the outside than the same material would 
be In any other shape. At the same time 
it is very easily broken from the Inside 
and the chick has to exert but little effort 
to get out of his prison shell. The ele- 
ments that go to make muscles, bones, 
nerves, viscera and feathers are found in 
the white and the necessary vital heat ifs 
furnished by the mother hen or her sub- 
stitute. The moment the little bird comes 
f.om the shell the carbohydrates that are 
necessary to furnish vital heat and the 
power to tive and move are supplied by the 
yolk and by the time this Is exhansted the 
chick has Increased In strength and worldly 
knowledge until It fs rendy to run about 
and hunt for food. There are people of 
large scientific attainments who are will- 
ing to declare that this wonderful egg 
was originally bronght into existence by a 
‘fortuitous concurrence of circumstances.’ 
by the happenings of chance. We prefer 
to belleve It was designed by Infinite Intelll- 
gence,”’

The Hog Feeding Experiment at Ames 

In our last issue we made a brief re- 
port of the recent hog feeding experi- 
ment at Ames, the object of which was 
to determine the value of the by-prod- 
ucts of the beef packing houses as a 
supplementai feed for fattening hogs. 
As stated in our previous article, the 
supplemental feeds were beef meal, 
Swift’s tankage, Armour’s tankage, and 
Standard stock food, as compared with 
an entire corn ration. 

The pigs weighed from 197 to 202 
pounds at the beginning and were val- 
ued at $7.00 per hundredweight. The 
corn meal, which was the principal 
feed of all the lots, was valued at 
$22.00 per ton; the beef meal at $30.00; 
Swift’s tankage at $32.00; Armour’s 
tankage at $25.00; and the Standard 
stock food at $80.00 per half ton or 
$160.00 per ton. 

The results showed a net profit 
per hog of $2.39 on corn alone, $2.93 
on corn and Darling's beef meal, $3.22 
on corn and Swift’s tankage, $2.57 on 
corn and Armour’s tankage, and $2.64 
on corn and Standard food. 

The amount of corn fed to each lot 
was from 2,400 to 2,800 pounds, the 
meals consumed were from 458 to 460 
pounds, and but 14 pounds of Standard 
stock food was used to 2,850 pounds 
of corn. 

The general lesson we drew from 
this experiment was that hogs will 
make greater gains by the addition of 
a small ration rich in nitrogen. It 
must be observed that these hogs were 
in the neighborhood of 200 pounds and 
hence the entire feeding was that of 
finishing for the market, the feeding 
period lasting forty-nine days. 

We refer to this matter again be- 
cause this year and in years to come 
corn will not likely be more than half 
the price of the corn used in this 
experiment and, therefore, it will not 
be of as great value to our readers un- 
less this difference in the cost of corn 
is taken into account. For example, 
what would be the result if corn was 
half the price, which is about the usual 
price, and other feeds the same price 
as at present? In other words what 
would it cost to produce a pound of 
gain had corn meal been $11.00 per 
ton instead of $22.00? 

The cost of producing a pound of 
gain on Lot 1 fed on corn alone would 
have been 2.53 cents instead of 5.i 
cents; with corn and beef meal 2.87 
cents instead of 4.8 cents; with corn 
and Swift’s tankage 2.73 cents instead 
of 4.5 cents; with corn and Armour’s 
tankage 2.87 cents instead of 4.9 cents; 
and with corn and Standard stock food 
2.55 cents instead of 5 cents. In other 
words, corn alone at half the price 
charged in this experiment would be 
the cheapest, corn and Standard stock 
food next, and practically the same: 
or, to put it in another way, the higher 
priced the corn the greater profit there 
is in feeding these supplemental feeds. 
and the lower in price the less profit. 





The Supply of Hogs. 


The supply of hogs in the great mar- 
kets is still short and is likely to be 
short for some months to come. The 
reason is quite obvious. There is no 
supply of hogs worth taking into ac- 
count outside of the corn belt. While 
a great many hogs are grown on al- 
falfa, Kaffir corn, and on damaged 
wheat in the north, and other grain, 
the great bulk of the supply comes 
from the corn surplus states which, 
as our readers know, are Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. These states were 
all stricken with drouth last year and 
there was a large marketing of brood 
sows and a continuous marketing all 
summer of light weight hogs. 

When for the same reason cattle are 
shipped out of these corn states, they 
can be supplied by the ranges and the 
wheat growing states as well, and 
hence .t is comparatively easy to make 
up a shortage of cattle, sheep or 
horses. There is every probability, 
therefore, that hogs will be scarce and 
comparatively high in price until a 
new crop can be grown. mostly from 


pigs farrowed this year. This. at 
least, is the outlook from the Farmer 
Office.

It attacks the high 
toned Poland-China as well as the red 
shoat and the elm peeler.

has been said about 
rape blistering hog’s ears. I don’t be- 
lieve the rape is to be blamed. Last 
year my hogs were on rape and were 
not made sore in any kind of weather. 
However, we were not troubled much 
with rain or dew. Cholera cleaned me 
out and I started with two pigs in a 
12x12 pen away from the old hog lot. 
These pigs have not had rape or been 
in wet grass or any kind of green 
feed. About the middle of August 
they began to blister on the ears. They 
would blister and bleed, not only the 
ears but the vulva. They are not well 
yet. Possibly a great many others who 
complain of rape would have had the 
same trouble if the hogs had not been 
on pasture at all. I surely will not 
give up rape for hogs until the evi- 
dence is more against it.

The Rape Question. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Was rape the cause of that peculiar 
skin disease that prevailed among so 
many herds of pigs the past summer 
is a question of very great importance 
to the farmer who by experience has 
determined the value of rape as an 


adjunct to a clover and oats hog pas- 
ture. 1 for one would like tw see it 
settled at least before the time to 


make our hog pasture for next year. 

I shouid think that if the plant-con- 
tained a poison that would produce 
such grave effects the chemist ought 
to be able to at least get on track of it. 
But I am inclined to think that if 
there is anything in the voison theory 
it is something of the nature of the 
sting of the nettle, or in other words 
it is communicated directly to the 
skin of the pig while the rape plant 
(or some other plant just as well) is 
ladened with dew or excessive mois- 
ture. 

Now, with due regard for the opin- 
ion of others I must say all my obser- 
vation leads me to the conclusion that 
rape has had nothing whatever to do 
with this ailment. I turned seven sows 
and forty pigs into a lot of two acres 
of oats, clover and rape June lst. The 
growth was luxuriant and it was a real 
pleasure to see how much the young 
porkers began to relish all three of 





the plarfts with the clover and rape as | 


the leading favorite. 

I left them on unti! 
early in July, 
a part of my grove where there was 
nothing but a few weeds growing un- 
der the trees. Besides the usual feed 
tor weanlings I fed them clover from 
my orchard. I saw nothing wroag 
with them when T turned them in.

About August lst I turned them 
an early potato patch after 
the potatoes.

I am the only one so far as I kno 
for some distance around who pa 
tured pigs on rape but almost 50 pe 
cent of the pigs around this neighbo 
hood have been affected. I lost 
one. The neighbor mentioned abov: 
lost one or two. Some try to mak 
out a case against the Chester Whil« 
in this connection. I am raising thor 
oughbred Poland-Chinas and one 
my nearest neighbors raises Chester 
Whites and he claims his were 
affeeted. I do not want to jump at 
conclusions so will await the exp:

Green Bone. 
The use and abuse of green cut 


bone is not a vital question during 
the summer when fowls are on the 
range as they usually can pick up 
enough bugs and worms to supply 
them with their quota of animal food. 
Even in summer however, a flock of 
chicks fed green bone will gain two 
pounds three weeks before one fed 
on vegetable food only. Our experi- 
ence has been that there is nothing 
that will take the place of green bone. 
In spite of the fact that the pictures 
show a woman or child grinding the 
bones with ease, it is hard work for 
a man to supply a flock with as much 
bone as they can use to advantage. If 
the man in question has done a hard 
jlay’s work he is hard to persuade 
that the welfare of the hens demands 
a feed of bone, and even when he 
grants that the bone is the cheapest as 
well as the best feed that the fowls 
have, he is apt-to estimate his labor at 
a figure that more than covers the dif- 
ference in cost between the bone and 
the grain. 

It seems to us that when so many 
farmers have power of some kind 
either gasoline engine or wind mill 
that one power bone cutter might be 
owned in every neighborhood, and 
the bone cut for all. Hens lay better, 
lay more fertile eggs, and the chicks 
crow faster, and are raised to maturity 
at least expense when fed green bone. 
The hand cutters cut cooked bones 
with the greatest ease, and are worth 
their price as a vegetable cutter dur- 
ing the winter months. 

One lady keeps her bone cutter in 
the kitchen and drops into a basket 
beside it all her small potatoes and 
other vegetables, stale bread and 
bones. After a meal is over she 
grinds this mass for her small flock 
and it is served in the most palatable 
form to her hens who repay her with 
dozens of eggs the winter through. 





The Round Up. 


If your hens are not in their winter 
quarters, you have no time to lose in 
housing them. A month at least is 
required by laying hens to accustom 
themselves to new quarters, and the 
same is true of pullets. 

While the summer’s work is fresh in 
your mind, and you can pick out the 
hens that have proven good mothers, 
and the accommodating ones that have 
nearly finished the molt, and are ready 
to lay high priced eggs, provide your- 
self with a supp!y of leg bands, cost- 
ing perhaps fifteen cents a dozen. If 
there is any point about a hen which 
you wish to make a note of band her 
and write down in your chicken book 
all that will interest you about her. 
The numbers on the leg bands make it 
possible to keep an accurate record of 
each hen. 

Do not include in your breeding pen 
for next season a hen that has been 
ill even for a day, and avoid a cock- 
erel that has a chronic rattle in his 
throat. Do not crowd your birds this 
winter if you wish to make them pay. 
So sure as you do they will not lay 
until the natural laying season. We 
wish we could impress this one fact on 
the readers of this paper so that they 
would not need to pay the price they 
must to learn it by éxperience. 

Select your very best birds for next 
vear’s breeders and give them free 
range as long as possible. When they 
must be housed for the winter it is a 
good plan to change their quarters fre- 
quently until a month before the time 
to think of mating up your pens. This 
change of house helps to retard laying, 
and it is an established fact that hens 
that have been forced for laying 
through the winter do not lay as fertile 
eggs as those that have not. Some 
breeders who have experimented to as- 
certain the truth of this theory, claim

1} that the hen that has heen laying 
| through the winter avoids the atten- 
| tions of the male. : 

The old saying that “the eggs will 
| pay for the horse before the chickens 
| will pay for the saddle” is very true. 
The money in poultry is in these 
eggs. As egg producers the pullets 
have the advantage, but we must have 
mothers for the pullets, and here is 
where the hen takes the lead. House 
your pullets, feed them a balanced ra- 
tion to force egg production, and make 
all you can from them this winter, but 
take good care of the hens and breed 
from them only if you wish strong 
chicks. There may be pullets mature 
enough to breed from in every yard, 
| but they are the exception, and we 
would never buy a breeding pen of 
| pullets unless we were willing to take 
| the possible consequences in poor 
hatahes of chicks lacking in vitality. 

While we say, “breed only from the 
hens,” we must admit that we try a 
pen of our best pullets mated with a 
two-year-old cock each year, and have 
some fine chickens from the pen, but 
we lose 2 larger percentage from them 
than from the old hens, have poorer 
hatches, and find the chicks more 
susceptible to disease. If it were not 
that in the effort to improve our flock 
| each year, our best marked birds are 
| often found among the pullets and we 
; are impatient to see their progeny, 
| we would not set a single pullet’s 
| ege. The average farm flock does 
not improve greatly from year to year, 
good hatches of vigorous chiaks are 
all that is expected so to avoid dis- 
appointment it is wise to breed from 
mature specimens only. 








Composition of Feeding Stuffs. 

The following table showing the 
composition of feeding stuffs most fre- 
quently used by poultrymen, is the 
basis of all food formulas, and from 


it a ration can be formulated that will 
meet the necessities of any case. 
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To calculate the nutritive ratio, mul- 
tiply the amount of fat by the heat 
equivalent, as compared with carbohy- 
drates (2.3), which result, added to 
the carbohydrates, equals the total fat 
value. This sum divided by the figure 
for the protein will give the nutritive 
ratio. Remember that if you figure 
your nutritive ratio ever so accurately 
and you depend on vegetable sources 
| entirely for the protein your labor will 
be in vain. A fair proportion of the 
protein must come from animal 





sources. 

Bran is a valuable constituent of 
mashes as it lightens them so that 
they are more easily digested. It is 
also a good regulator. Many poultry 
men keep a dish of bran where chicks 
young and old can have access to it 
at any time. Not more than 15 per 
cent of the volume, not the weight, of 
bran should be used in any one mash. 
Mashes should alwavs be wet some 
time before being fed, and should be 
served in a crumbly mass, not wet or 
| sloppy. 
| 





Shipping Coops. 


The following helpful article on 
shipping coops was found in an old 
scrap book, hence we are unable to 
give proper credit. 

“Coops should be 48 inches long, 30 
inches wide and 12 inches high for 
chickens and ducks, and 15 inches 
high for turkeys and geese. Use Jum- 
ber as follows: Use 2x2 for corner 
posts, or 1x2 will answer. If you can 
not get them, get 1x4 and rip them 
in two. Cut 6 pieces 30 inches long, 
and 9 pieces 12 or 15 inches long, for 
each coop. Nail the short pieces one 
at each end. one in the center of the 
long ones (use 104 wrought nails). 
Make three of these frames, one for 
each end and the center. For the 
bottom use ™% tnch boards or lath. 
Make the hottom tight (use 6d nails). 
Use 14x2 strips of lath for sides, ends 
| and top. Put them 1% inches apart 














| 


(the width of lath is about right). 
Leave two laths loose on top in cen- 
ter, or make a door of them to open, 
in order to put poultry in and take it 
out. Now nail a lath around the 
coops, each end and the center (out- 
side the three frames made first). This 
will keep the lath from coming off 
and make the coops stronger. For 
broilers the coops can be made 10 
inches high and 24 inches wide. This 
will make a good, strong, light coop.” 





The Chick in the Egg. 


A most interesting article on the above 
subject comes from the Breeders Gazette 
in answer to an inquiry as to whether the 
chigk was formed from the yolks or the 
white of the egg. It is worth while to 
know the nomal condition of the egg at 
different stages of incubation, when test- 
ing eggs especially. 

“strictly speaking the chick feeds on the 
white of the egg until it has emerged from 
the shell and after that fer probably thirty 
or thirty-six hours it feeds on the yolk. 
An unfertilized egg is an inert and life- 
less body composed of water, albumen, Oil 
and some mineral salts enclosed in a shell 
which is largely lime. ‘The albumen in 
the egg is found in the white and the oils 
or fats and miueral salts are largely in the 
yolk. Such an egg is lifeless and will not 
hatch, When the hen has been mated with 
a male the little germ is also enclosed in 
the egg shell and under proper conditions 
will grow and become a fullsized chick. 
This germ ts a microscopic cell containing 
that mysterious principle which is called 
life. The process by which a chick is 
evolved trom this germ is very interesting. 

“Put a fertilized egg under a hen or in an 
incubator or in a temperature of 103 de- 
grees anywhere, and within a few hours 
the processes of life are in full operation 
and clearly observable under a microscope 
of very moderate power. First comes a 
fuint speck of red, which soon divides into 
two branches, looking like a letter V. This 
is the beginning of the arterial system. 
This gradually extends and reaches around 
the inner surface of the egg shell, the 
necessary oxygen for the support of the 
embryotie chich percolating through the 
shell. The next manifestation is two black 
spots. ‘These are the eyes of the chick 
between which lies the brain, and a rudi- 
mentary spinal cord extends from this. 
The process of development now goes on 
with increasing rapidity. The form of the 
chick is plainly to be scen, the white of 
the egg is absorbed as growth proceeds 
and the little bird grows larger. At last 
the chick is fully formed and ready to em- 
erge from the shell, 

“All this time there has been no change 
of any kind in the yolk. It remains in ex- 
actly the same condition it was at the be- 
ginning of the process of Incubation. Just 
before the chick comes from the shell the 
yolk is drawn into the abdomen, and when 
tne chick comes from the shell the yolk 
lies in its stomach unchanged. The yolk 
is a wise provision of nature for support- 
ing the chick until it is able to run about 
and hunt for food on its own account. The 
yolk contains elements that are not found 
in the white, It is fatty in its nature and 
furnishes the fuel to keep up vital heat, 
which was furnished by the mother hen 
or the incubator until the chick came from 
the shell. The yolk is calculated to sup- 
port the chick for about thirty-six hours 
after it comes from the shell, and little 
chicks should not be fed until this time 
has elapsed. It will be seen from the above 
that the contents of an egg shell bear ex- 
actly the same relation to the chick that 
is hatched from it that a loaf of bread does 
to the man who Is to eat it. The writer 
has more than once set eggs and then 
broken them, one or two at a time, on 
successive days until the time to hatch 
arrived. We have watched the develop- 
ment of the chick from the time it was nec- 
essary to use a microscope to observe the 
pulsations of the new life until the embryo 
was fully formed and ready to emerge from 
the shell. An egg that has been incubated 
for one day will on being brokén show the 
first speck of blood pulsating for several 
minutes after it is broken. One can al- 
seat see the beginning of life by doing 
this. 

“An egg is wonderfully formed to pro- 
tect the germ within it. Its shape Is such 
that it naturally rolls to the center of the 
hollowed nest and Is harder to break from 
the outside than the same material would 
be In any other shape. At the same time 
it is very easily broken from the Inside 
and the chick has to exert but little effort 
to get out of his prison shell. The ele- 
ments that go to make muscles, bones, 
nerves, viscera and feathers are found in 
the white and the necessary vital heat is 
furnished by the mother hen or her sub- 
stitute. The moment the little bird comes 
from the shell the carbohydrates that are 
necessary to furnish vital heat and the 
power to live and move are supplied by the 
yolk and by the time this Is exhansted the 
chick has Increased In strength and worldly 
knowledge until It Is ready to run about 
and hunt for food. There are people of 
large sclentific attainments who are will- 
ing to declare that this wonderful egg 
was originally brought Into existence by a 
‘fortuitous concurrence of circumstances.’ 
by the happenings of chance. We prefer 
to belleve it was designed by infinite Intelll- 
gence,
